R ece p tio n o f th e B a r th o ld i S tatu e. 
N ew Y ork , June 19th.—The programme 
of exercises, sent yesterday in these dis­ 
patches, for the formal reception o f Bar­ 
tholdi's great statue o f Liberty, was faith­ 
fully carried out to-day, am id im m ense en­ 
thusiasm , both 011 land and water. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.! 
New Y ork , June 19th.—T he feature of 
the exercises in honor o f the Bartholdi 
statue was the im m ense crowd w hich filled 
Broadway all the m orning and jam m ed the 
streets and lined the sidewalks. 
On 110 
public holiday heretofore has so m uch en­ 
thusiasm been m anifested. In lower Broad­ 
way the w indow s of every house were oc­ 
cupied by parties o f ladies and gentlem en. 
T he police had a dii% ult task to keep the 
passage w ays clear and the 
procession, 
w hich started from the Battery, was very 
m uch delayed. 
It was an hour and a half 
behind hand. 
T his seem ed to have 110 per­ 
ceptible eliect on the hourly increasing 
throng o f citizens, w h o waited patiently in 
the boiling sun to welcom e the foreigners. 
T he pantile in itself was not im posing. 
Sm all detachm ents from the Sixty-ninth, 
Seventy-first and T w elfth R egim ents com ­ 
posed the m ilitary escort, not a single crack- 
city regim ent taking part. 
T he French 
guests received an ovation on the line of 
march, cheers and hand-clapping sounding 
on every hand from the beginning to the 
end o f the parade. 
Adm iral Laeoilibe and 
stall’, of the French flagship Laflore, came 
¡11 for the lion's share o f welcom e, and as 
they drove up Broadway were kept busy 
bow ing in response to greetings. 


XO GERMAN FLAGS— ALMOST A RIOT. 
N ew Y o r k . J u n e 20th—a . m.— I t w as 
very noticeable yesterday that the German 
establishm ents, 
steam ship 
offices, Con­ 
sulate, etc., displayed no flags during the 
parade. 
Only A m erican and French colors 
were visible anyw here. 
M any pickpockets 
were arrested. 
At the Produce E xchange som e m em bers 
pelted the Sixty-ninth 
Irish) Regim ent 
w ith 
dough and other article. 
Major 
DuiFy 
galloped 
Jo ver 
to 
the 
police 
Sergeant in com m and and com plained, 
and said trouble 
m ight 
follow if the 
assaults 
were 
not 
stopped 
at 
once. 
Then Duffy rode off to attend to som e­ 
thing else, and the pelting began again, all 
stones by this tim e, so Duffv says. 
H e 
returned and told the Sergeant if this bus­ 
iness was not stopped at once he would 
send up a couple o f files o f men into the 
E xchange and stop it h im self. 
T he crowd 
in the street got excited, and partisans of the 
Sixty-nine and others, w ho had witnessed 
tiie behavior o f the produce m erchants, 
began fusillading the occupants of the bal­ 
cony w ith eggs, w hich they got from neigh­ 
boring groceries, 
and heavier 
m issiles 
w hich they picked up in th e streets. 
One 
broker, it is said, was struck w ith a stone 
and hurt. Duffy then called upon Eldridge, 
Chairman o f the Floor Committee, and 
forcibly 
called 
his 
attention 
to 
the 
indignities 
heaped 
upon 
his 
m en. 
”J 
want it stopped.” shouted the 
Major, 
“ or Í w ill not be 
responsible 
for m y m en.” 
The Major was cheered 
w hen he returned to the street. 
A riot 
seem ed im m inent, but it was stayed by the 
appearance o f the police. 
A score ol offi­ 
cers from the First Precinct m oved into the 
Exchange with clubs dow n, and made a 
charge on the offending brokers. 
A n offi- 
cer o f the Exchange, said to be the Presi­ 
dent, asked that the balcony be cleared of 
every one, and the police proceeded to clear 
it in short order. 
G raii? E stim a te s. 
W a sh in g to n , June 19th.—The printed 
report o f the A gricultural 
Departm ent 
giving the condition o f the various crops 
as show n hv June returns is just out, arid 
contains few points concerning wheat not 
given in the synopsis furnished on the 10th. 
It is stated that the general average condi­ 
tion is 62 for winter wheat, the worst offi­ 
cial show ing since 1808. 
In 1881 it was 74 
and 7.0 in l - ’id. w hile in the great crop years 
of 1880 and 1882 it was 99 in June. 
From 
close study o f the returns it is certain that 
a large portion of the reductions in area is 
discounted in the returns o f condition, yet 
in a few States it is evident that further 
allow ances m ust be made for the unantici­ 
pated reduction o f that area by replanting. 
Future cohditions, or m isconceptions of 
present appearances, or both together, are 
not likely to change the total w heat crops 
o f the country more than 10,000,000 hush- 
els above 
r below the estim ate given of 
3*50,000,000 bushels. 
Still, disasters prior 
to harvest, or wet weather afterward, m ight 
possibly m ake greater reductions. 
” Suili- 
cient unto the day, however, is the evil 
thereof.” 
T h e P erio d ic a l C icad a. 
W a sh in g to n , June 19th.—T he Com m is­ 
sioner of Agriculture has issued a bulletin, 
[ prepared by Professor R iley. Entom ologist 
or the Department, upon the periodical 
cicada, w ith a view to m eeting the demand 
for inform ation upon the subject, and w ith 
the further view of soliciting data that 
w ill enable him to m ore com pletely m ap 
out the geographical lim its o f the 13 and 
17-year broods. 
T he bulletin, w hich is a 
pam phlet o f nearly fifty ¡sages, is now 
ready for distribution. 
A n o th er C on trib u tion to th e “ C on science 
P o n d .” 
W a sh in g to n , J(ine 19th.—A letter, tell­ 
ing a rather remarkable story, has just been 
received at the Treasury Department, i: 
w hich was sent a large sum o f m oney for 
the conscience fund. 
T he writer was a 
telegraph operator, who, in IMiO. w hile 
m aking a voyage from New York to San 
Francisco, formed a friendship for a fellow 
passenger. 
On-arriving at his destination 
he w ent to work in a telegraph office, and 
011 his first day o f service he received a tele­ 
gram from the C hief Inspector o f the Post­ 
office Department, warning the authorities 
to look out for one Charles Em m ons, who 
had stolen $5,000 front the New York Post­ 
office. 
T he description convinced the oper­ 
ator that his new friend and E m m ons were 
identical, and he slipped the telegram into 
bis pocket. 
Afterwards be show ed it to 
Em m ons, w ho confessed and promised to 
reform it his secret was kept. A few m onths 
later he died in Nevada. 
The letter ends 
as follows : ” A few years ago, by the death 
o f a relative, 1 came into possession o f a 
little fortune. 
I desire, therefore, to make 
restitution to the Governm ent of E m m ons’ 
peculation, in which J considered m yself 
an indirect accom plice.

is the am ount of principal and interest to 
date.”

— In pursu­ 
ance o f the policy adopted by Secretary 
M anning, o f cutting dow n the expenses of 
the various bureaus of the Treasury D e­ 
partment, wherever possible w ithout detri­ 
m ent to the public business, 300 persons, 
em ployed as storekeepers, gaugers, etc., in 
the internal revenue service, have been re­ 
m oved since March 20th.

Mr. M cG regor. June 19th,— Late in tbe 
afternoon Judge H ilton anil son cam e up 
from Saratoga and sat w ith the General and 
fam ily upon the piazza more than an hour. 
Dr. Gray, ot the insane asylum , at Utica, 
was also a visitor o f the General’s during 
the afternoon. 
Dr. Gray is an extrem ely 
stout man. and General Grant wrote upon 
a card, w hich he handed to h is caller, this 
bit o f grim humor: 
‘ Your shadow has 
grown no less since 1 last saw you, but you 
w ill notice that m ine has.” 
T he doctor | 
laughed, and the G eneral'fairly sm iled. 
The little, engine of the Mt. McGregor R ail­ 
way pulled up the m ountain tw o cars of 
people from Saratoga. 
A 
num ber had 
com e up in the m orning train, and m any 
strolled down tin- paths by the cottage, and 
w hile the General, Judge H ilton and Drs. 
Gray and Douglas formed a gioup on the 
front corner of the piazza, the sight-seers 
formed groups am ong the trees at a re­ 
spectful distance. 
The unavoidable'weari­ 
ness caused 
by visitors to the General 
was 
not 
w anting 
to-day. though 
not 
affecting him to a marked degree. 
Miss 
D rexel, the young mistress of the cottage, 
cam e up on the afterm-on train, and "pent 
the interval until the tim e for the return­ 
ing train with the ladies 011 the piazza, and 
the General lent his presence to the party. 
T he sick m an’s right ear. the side o f the 
glandular sw elling, was to-day filled with 
cotton to protect the ear, w hich is sensitive, 
through sym pathy with the local difficulty. 
The General coughed occasionally to-day, 
though his 
cough was 
not unusually 
troublesom e. 
A four-horse team, tugging 
a huge boiler up the h ill to the hotel, was 
intently watched by the sick m an from his 
place on the stoop during the day. 
A ll in 
all, however, the General was not out o f 
doors so m uch as yesterday. 
T his evening 
no noticeable variation ol the conditions 
tlial prevailed on Thursday have been no­ 
ticed. 


A COMFORTABI ! EVENING AND A GOOD NIGHT

M ount M cG regor, June 1 0 th —General 
Grant spent the evening upon the piazza 
until nearly 9 o’clock, and when he entered 
the house lie walked into the front room, 
where he wrote a note for Colonel Fred. 
Grant, calling attention to certain matters 
he desired attended to in connection with 
the work on his book. 
T he sym ptom s of 
reviving interest in this work is regarded 
by the 
fam ily to-night 
with pleasure. 
About 10 0 clock 
Dr. 
Douglas retired. 
There had been no coughing after thcG en- 
eral entered the house. The doctor dem on­ 
strated his assurance of a good night by 
going to bed early, and the fam ily were 
equally confident. 
D esp era te F igh t In a C ou rt-R oom . 
In d ia n a p o lis, June 19th.—Frank W hit­ 
ing and Charles Daniels, convicted burg­ 
lars. were arraigned in the Criminal Court 
yesterday. 
W hen Judge Morton asked 
W hiting if lie hail anything to say w h y 
sentence should not be pronounced, the 
prisoner sprang to his feet and abused the 
Court with a volley o f profanity.’ Then 
tearing aw ay from the Sheriff he "hurled a 
pair of handcuffs. 
T he m issile passed over 
the Judge’s head, shattering a heavy plate 
glass.

Labor Strike in M assachusetts. 
S o u th F arminoham, June 19th.—Nearly 
the entire force em ployed at the Para R ub­ 
ber Shoe Company's ivories went out on a 
strike this m orning in support o f the strik­ 
ing bootmakers. 
A body o f strikers nu m ­ 
bering about 700 men and girls paraded the 
streets with a band. 
The conduct o f the 
procession was orderly. 


N egro Lynched by a Mob In a Court­ 
house Yard. 
C oshocton (O.), June 19th.—H enry H ow ­ 
ard, a negro, who assaulted M iss Baeher 
and Miss Phillips near W est Lafayette yes­ 
terday. was hanged from a tree in the 
Court-house yard at 11 o'clock to-night.

OF 
WATERLOO 1’AtSTING. 
The Battle of W aterloo is now the m ost 
intellectual sight in this city.

panoram a, but is not movable, and is realz­ 
an im mense picture entirely covering the 
inner wall of a round buildim with a glass 
roof. Visitors ascend a spiral stair-caseto 
a platform surm ounting a m ound of real 
earth tiiat slopes twelve to tw enty feet and 
is covered with real grass, shrubbery and 
trees. 
At the foot of the mound is a ravine 
that so successfully joins the grass to the 
painted canvass it is impossible to discern 
w here fact ends and fancy begins. In the 
ravine are pools ot m uddy water, and be­ 
side one of them sits a soldier that has to 
be studied some tim e before one can tell 
w hether he is painted on the canvass or is 
a real m an posing there. 
From any point 
on the platform the perspective is perfect. 
A rt has entirely concealed art and so sim ­ 
ulated nature 'that the longer one looks on 
spreading w heat fields, villages, etc., the 
less they seem to be paint's production. 
The view represents the early part of the 
historic battle, yet the few dead scattered 
about are sickening in ghastly reality.

of war as does a picture like this. To see a 
m an lying dead with a horrible hole in his 
*'«««t. u wounded horse floundering about 
over his rider’s body, ^

was dined at the Bun, if not on buns. The 
building's first floor Avas devoted to the 
comm on herd of Chinam en, who carried 
thi-ir own chopsticks, and made a complete 
meal for six cents, on tea, rice, fish and in ­ 
describable stew. 
-The second-floor habi­ 
tues were shopkeepers, countrym en, Chi­ 
nese visiting town, and those able to pay 
for better tare and furniture than afforded 
d pwn stairs. There was. "room aj the top” 
fo r the elite of Mongolian aristocracy and 
hundreds of lion ton Caucasian visitors. 
Third-floor salons were a blaze of Oriental 
splendor, and one could almost fancy them 
some scene from the “ Arabian Nights ” 
tales. 
The walls were hung with richly 
embroidered curtains, the carpets were un­ 
equaled bv any in town, tables inlaid witb 
mother-of-rearl devices, ornaments of solid 
silver. Parian marble, ivories that seem to 
have been carved by fairy fingers; shells, 
rare woo«ls, miniature gardens 100 years 
old. the quaint porcelain and crockery ol 
daintiest design, afforded a day's entertain­ 
ment.

.th at the Chinese have the labor, the Irish 
have the offices, the Jew s have the money, 
and the A m ericans bad better—g o ! 


OUR COSMOPOLITANISM.

—The coal­ 
fields of China proper, according to a paper 
read before the Philosophical Society of 
Glasgow by A. W illiamson, have a total 
area of about 400.000 square riiilos.

tlie Shansi and Heenan coal-fields are 
are greater than that of the aggregate of the 
principal eoal-prodiicing countries of Eu­ 
rope, and in other districts of North China 
the coal-fields are said to be seven times as 
large as all those of Great Britain. The 
coal is of various kinds, and iron ores are 
in all parts found in close proximity to the 
coal.

On tlie west coast of South America, says 
a traveler w riting to th e Inter-Ocean, is 
found the perfection of sea-travel. A l­ 
though one floats under, or rather over, 
the equator, the atm osphere is cool, the 
breezes delicious, and the w ater as sm ooth 
a s a duck pond. 
The Pacific Navigation 
Company is a B ritish institution, founded 
by an A m erican, W illiam W heelw right, of 
New Y ork, w hich lias been sending vessels 
from Panam a to Liverpool, through the 
Straits of Magellan, for over forty years, 
and has not only a m onopoly, bu t subsi­ 
dies from the B ritish Governm ent and the 
various 
South 
A m erican Governments 
whose ports it enters. It charges enorm ous 
rates for freight and passenger transporta­ 
tion—the tariff from Panam a to V alpa­ 
raiso being $-10 per ton for freight, and $207 
per head for passengers for a distance about 
as great as from New Y ork to Liverpool— 
but tlie company gives its patrons the best 
the country affords, and until tiie A laska 
and Oregon were turned out to race across 
the ocean, liad the finest and largest ships 
atloat. One set ot vessels run from Pana­ 
m a to V alparaiso,w here a change is made 
to another set, w hich go through the 
Straits of Magellan, via R io de Janeiro, to 
Liverpool. 
Those w hich ply along the west coast 
from Panam a southw ard are built for fair 
weather and tropical seas, w ith open decks 
and airy stateroom s, through w hich the 
breezes bring refreshing coolness. 
Such 
vessels would not live long in th e North 
A tlantic nor in the Caribbean Sea, but find 
no heavy w eather on th e Pacific, w here th e 
w ind is “ never strong enough to rutile tlie 
fur on a cat's back,” as the sailors say, and

The tripe to Chil, however, is long and 
tiresome, lasting twenty-five days.

A lthough 
the westernm ost city of South America, 
G uayaquil has about the sam e longitude as 
W ashington, and is only two degrees south 
of the equator. 
It is sixty miles from the 
sea, on a river w hich looks like the Missis­ 
sippi at New Orleans, and stretches aiong 
the low banks for more than two miles. 
One's first im pression, if lie arrives at 
night, is that the ship hail anchored in front 
of a South A m erican Paris, so brilliant are 
the terraces of gas-lamps, rising one after 
another as the town slopes up toward the 
m ountains, and w hen m orning dawns the 
deception is renewed, and one lias a picture 
of Venice before him , w ith long lines of 
w hite buildings, whose curtained balconies 
look down upon 
gayly-clad 
men and 
women, floating upon th e river in quaint- 
iooking, narrow 
gondolas 
and 
broad- 
bosomed rafts. 
Unless he is w arned in 
tim e the traveler meets with a sudden an«l 
disgusting surprise upon disem barking, for 
the gondolas are nothing but “ dug-outs,” 
bringing pineapples and bananas from up 
the river, the rafts are balsam logs lashed 
together w ith vines, the houses are dilapi­ 
dated skeletons of bamboo whitewashed, 
w hich look as if they liad been erected by 
an architectural lunatic and w ould tum ble 
into tlie river w ith the first gust of w ind. 
The streets are dirty and have a repulsive 
smeli, and

W hich throng them are continually scratch­ 
ing their bodies fur fleas and their heads 
lor lice. 
H alf the filth that festers under 
the tropic sun in Guayaquil would breed a 
pestilence in New York or Chicago, yet the 
inhabitants say it is a healthy city, where 
yellow fever and cholera never comes u n ­ 
less some vessel brings it from Panam a. 
There is a great deal of business done in 
Guayaquil, and some of the m erchants 
carry stocks of im ported goods valued at 
$500,000, w ith an annual trade of double 
th at am ount. 
It is the only town in 
Ecuador w ortli speaking of in a com­ 
mercial point of view, and its trades­ 
m en 
do 
tlie 
entire 
wholesale busi­ 
ness of that Republic. 
T he shipm ents of 
cocoa, rubber, hides, ivory, nuts, and chin­ 
chona (quinine) bark am ounts to about 
$6,000.000 
a 
year, 
and 
the 
im ports, 
tlie President o f 
Ecuador 
told 
us, 
am ount annually to $10,00),000. 
There is 
no way to ascertain the truth of bis Excel­ 
lency's statem ents, as the Government 
keeps no statistics of its commerce, and be 
adm itted that it was only an estim ate based 
upon the am ount of duties collected ; but 
one m ay be allowed to doubt that a country 
like Ecuador, the m ost backward, ignorant 
and im poverished in all America, can pur­ 
chase lor m any years in succession twice as 
m uch as it sells. 
Founded in 1535 by one of the lieuten­ 
ants of Cortez, G uayaquil lias been the 
m arket for 500 m iles of coast ever since, 
but now it is alm ost destitute of native 
capital, nearly all the m erchants being for­ 
eigners; m ostly English and German, with 
one or-two from the U nited States. 
It is 
the only place in Ecuador w here modern 
civilization exists. 
The rest of th e country 
is a century behind the times. Since its 
foundation Guayaquil has several times 
been burned, and 
often plundered 
by 
pi rates; 
now 
its comm ercial 
condition 
seems secure from all dangers except revo­ 
lutions, which arc epidemic in Ecuador. 
In fact, the country would feel queer w ith­ 
out one. 
Earthquakes are frequent, but 


t h e e l a s t ic b a m b o o h o u s e s 
Only shiver; they never-fall. To the torch 
of the revolutionist, however, they are like 
tinder, and the blocks that have been 
burned over testify to its effectiveness as a 
weapon of destruction. 
Over the entrance to tlie houses are tin 
signs, painted to represent the flag or the 
country of which the dw eller w ithin is a 
citizen, and upon them are painted w arn­ 
ings to revolutionary looters or incen­ 
diaries, “ This is the property of a citizen 
of Great B ritain;” or “ This is the property 
of a citizen of Germ any;” or “ This is the 
property of a citizen o f the U nited States,” 
and the robber and torch-bearer are ex­ 
pected to respect them as such, but they 
seldom do. 
Outside of Q uito and G uayaquil, there is 
not a railroad or stage coach in the entire 
country, and until two years ago there was 
nut a telegraph wire. 
Laborers get from $2 
to $10 a m onth, and m en are paid $2 25 for 
carrying 100 pounds of m erchandise on 
their backs 285 miles. There isn't a wagon 
in the republic outside of G uayaquil, and 
not a road over w hich a-wagon could pass. 
Tlie people have no am usem ents but cock­ 
fights and bull-fights,no literature, no m ail 
routes except from G uayaquil to the capi­ 
tal (Quito), and nothing is common am ong 
the masses that was not in use by them 20Ó 
years ago. 
* Although almost 
directly under the 
equator, the temperature of Guayaquil sel­ 
dom rises above 90, and after 2 o'clock in 
the day it is always as eool as a pleasant 
summer morning in New England. 
A 
cool breeze, called the “ chandny,” blows 
over 
the 
ice-capped 
mountains, 
and 
brings health to a citv which would other­ 
wise be uninhabitable. 
On clear after­ 
noons

road to Quito is a mountain path around 
the base of “ Chimbo,” traversed only on 
foot or mule-back, and then only during 
six months of the vear, for in tlie rainy 
season it is impassable except for experi­ 
enced mountaineers. 
But although the rest of the country is 
still in the m iddle ages, G uayaquil is a 
m odern town. 
It has"gas, street cars, ice 
factories, and other modern im provem ents, 
all introduced by citizens of the United 
States. The Custom-house is built of pine 


from Maine and corrugated iron from 
Pennsylvania, and a citizen of New York 
built it. 
An American company have a 
line of paddle-wbcel steamers, built in Bal­ 
timore, on the river, and the only gunboat 
the Government owns is a discarded mer­ 
chant ship which onee plved between New 
York and Norfolk. Some of the houses, 
although built of split bamboo and plaster, 
are very elegantly' furnished, and the stores 
show fine stocks ofgooils ; but the rear por­ 
tion of the city is so filthy that one

As be passes through it. The people live 
in m iserable dirt hovels, and the buzzard is 
the only industrious citizen to be seen. 
There is no fresh w ater in town, but all 
the people use is brought on rafts from a 
place twenty miles up the river, and is 
peddled about the place in casks carried 
u p o n the backs of donkeys or men. The 
donkeys a il wear pantalettes—not, how ­ 
ever, from any motives of modesty, as the 
native children all go entirely naked, and 
the men and women nearly so—but to pro­ 
tect their legs and bel'ies from the gadfly, 
w hich bites fiercely here. 
Bread as well 
as w aiter is peddled about the town in the 
sam e way, but vegetables are brought down 
the river on rafts unii in dugouts, w hich 
are hauled upon the beach in long rows, 
and present a busy and interesting scene. 
Guayaquil is famous for the finest pine­ 
apples' in the world, great juicy fruits, as 
white as snow and as sweet as honey. It is 
also famous for its hats and hammocks, 
made of tlie pita fiber, a sort of palm . The 
well-known Panam a hats are all m ade in 
G uayaquil, but get their nam e because P an­ 
ama" m erchants form erly controlled the 
trade. They arc braided tinder water by 
native women, of strands often fwelve and 
fifteen feet long, and fine ones are very ex­ 
pensive. 
A woman often takes two and 
three weeks to braid a hat, which sells for 
five or six dollars, an«l wears forever. I 
saw a bat in G uayaquil which is said to be 
worth $250. 
It vías made of a single straw 
or fibre, as fine as thread and as soft as silk, 
and the woman who m ade it was engaged 
four m onths in the work. 
The quinine trade has alm ost died out, as 
the forests of Ecuador have been stripped of 
tlie bark, and the trees have t us been de­ 
stroyed. 
In the m eantim e, the trees have 
been introduced into th e East Indies by tlidi 
British Government, where they have been 
cultivated with great success, thus securing 
a better 
quality of quinine w ith less 
trouble. 
Q uinine, or Peruvian bark, was 
discovered by the Jesuits in Ecuador in 
1630, ati'i was nam ed “ chinchona,” after 
the Countess of Chinchona, tiie wife of the 
V ic e r o y .____________________

Once lie was standing with som e of them 
in the great square of Upsala,w hiling'aw ay 
an hour of leisure, when the attention of 
the young m an was arrested by a very 
young, elegant lady, who, at the side of an 
elderly one, walkeil slowly over the place, 
it was the daughter of the Governor of Up­ 
sala, living in the city, and the lady with 
her was her governess. .She was generally 
know n fur her goodness and .gentleness of 
character, and was looked uputi w ith ad­ 
m iration by the students.

E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : The rid e from Sacra­ 
m ento to I.iis Angeles was very pleasant, 
owing to the excellent railroad arrangem ents 
and the courtesy show n by the conductors 
and employes. 
I found great changes tak ­ 
ing place along the road at the stations, 
especially in tlie Mojave country: new 
buildings and settlem ents starting up since 
last year. 
As w ater will flow to th e sur­ 
face from driven wells, the tim e is not far 
distant when this land will cense to be 
called “desert.” The road through Sole­ 
dad canyon is being constructed in a more 
substantial m anner, w hich will probably 
avoid the delays caused by w ashouts in 
years past. 
Los Angeles appears to be still 
booming, but it is quieter than a year ag o ; 
bu t property is still held at from $300 to 
$*500 per acre five itiiics from th e postoffice 
and outside the city lim its, for fruit-raising. 
The new spapers are doing all they can to 
im press new comers w ith the notion th at 
this is the only sure place in California lor 
citrus fruit culture. 
Tiie Los Angeles H er­ 
a ld of the 13th instant said : 
T hursday’s AUa contaiued an article from the 
pen of J. M. Bassett ou th e Sacram ento valley, 
m w hich the claim is m ade th a t oranges can be 
successfully grown there. This is no doubt true, 
but Mr. liusseii has had e lo u g h experience of 
orange-grow ing regions to know in his h eait 
th a t as a com m ercial proposition th ere is noth­ 
ing in undertaking to raise oranges so lar north. 
The orange is at the sam e disadvantage in the 
Sacram ento vallev th a t distinctively tropical 
fruits labor under in Los Angeles. They can be 
raised, it is true, as; th e b an an a cur. here, but 
they require infinite care, peculiar soils and spe­ 
cial exposures. The people o f th e northern and 
central counties of California are building cas­ 
tles in Spain if they seriously expect to grow 
oranges for profit. 
- 
Now I cannot see that they have any ad­ 
vantage here in this respect over th e «Sacra­ 
m ento valley: The cold is no worse in 
Sacram ento than here, nor has there been 
any more disastrous tallares in tlie busi­ 
ness. 
At the celebrated K eller estate they 
told m e w ater pipes bad been frozen, and 
they hud bard frosts, tiie therm om eter fall­ 
ing to 24°—8° below freezing. 
I know one 
lot of land now in deciduous fruits which 
bad all been planted in orange trees—KJ0 
acres in extent. T he frosts of winter killed 
all but perhaps an acre of the trees, scat­ 
tered all over the ranch. There are plenty 
of other instances of great loss in this 
business. Those who are successful use 
plenty of water. 
On one of the largest, orange orchards 
they to'd me the frost did but littledam age 
in winter where the ground was m o ist: it 
was on dry land w here trees were killed. 
A great deal of w ater is used. A t the K el­ 
ler grove $30 per m onth is paid for w hat is 
used. 
Everything is reduced to a system, 
and ail that is required in Sacram ento is to 
follow some intelligent plan of irrigation t«i 
succeed in orange-growing, as they need 
more m oisture than m ost of fruits. 
At K eller's they have the w hite cottony- 
cushion scale, which looks like sm all bar­ 
nacles that grow on a ship's bottom. They 
are about one-ciuiitii of an inch in diam e­ 
ter, in rows all over the trees, and can be 
easily detected. 
The orange, acacia, lau- 
restinus, rubber and other trees in the plaza 
are loaded w ith this scale. 
T he red scale, 
they told me, also infested the trees. It took 
so strong a wash to remove them that 
the fruit was cleaned off with them . The 
black scale is so com m on and does so 'lit­ 
tle damage in comparison to the other 
kinds, they take but little notice of it. 
bVolfskill’s orchard, on the otlier side of 
Alameda street, is infected, but not as bad 
as K eller’s. 
«Some here th in k the insects 
cannot be destroyed, but w ill ruin the cit­ 
rus business, as it did at the Cape of Good 
Hope, in Africa. 
They appear to be tu rn ­ 
ing their attention here to deciduous fruits, 
and I hear but few speak of orange frees 
for new orchards. 
Plum s and cherries from the central part 
of tlie State are in tins m arket; but few 
are raised here, and B artlett pears do not 
appear to be cultivated to any extent. Late- 
sown grain was a failure, some not getting 
the seed as a return ; early grain, about half 
a crop. 
in San Bernar«lino county the crops were 
better, they told m e w hen there. At River­ 
side, which is a paradise, everything looked 
fine; the bright foliage, no sm ut or scale 
insects on the trees, everything clean; the 
clean, golden oranges were a great contrast 
to Los Angeles. 
They have shipped 1,700 
carloads of oranges from this colony this 
season by the railroad. 
It is a beautiful 
place and the reports of its beauty have 
not been exaggerated. 
I do no t see how it 
wouid be possible to do so. 
T his place is 
certainly the beauty spot of California, and 
is being rapidly developed. 
The hills are 
terraced and planted w ith orange trees and 
vines. 
In m y judgm ent tbi3 is no m ore favor­ 
able a clim ate for citrus fruits than Sacra­ 
mento, nor do tlie trees look better than 
witii ns. The same am ount of capital, care 
and labor would erect as fine a p'.ace in our 
foothills as this beautiful Riverside is. We 
have trees now that have not iiad the care 
that has been bestowed on orchards here, 
doing well and bearing good c rops every 
year. 
An orange orchard, well irrigated 
and cultivated, would do as well in Sacra­ 
m ento as here in Riverside, w here tnev 
protect the young trees until old enough to 
stand their frosts by binding tules or straw 
around the trees during winter. 
I am well satisfied w ith Sacram ento w hen­ 
ever I am able to compare it w ith other 
towns. 
It is neat, compact, well shaded, 
and has a greater variety of trees and plants 
than any place 1 am acquainted w ith. Los 
Angeles is scattered all over the country, 
streets running without order, and if it was 
not for their excellent.system of street cars, 
running everywhere, would be a hard place 
for a poor m an tc live in.

A FUNNY MISTAKE, 


It was an odd adventure, and one in 
which I exhibited a degree of audacity 
that I can scarcely credit now, hut it 
brought me such goo 1 fortune that I have 
never regretted it, especially with such a 
reputation for dignity as I now enjoy. It 
is not a very long story, vet I think it will 
interest you. My wife says I have told it 
too many times, but I believe it will bear 
one more repetition. It was in the year 
IS50. I was in the employ of a large mer­ 
cantile house in the city of Boston. I had 
begun with them six years before, fresli 
from a country town, and had gradually 
been promoted until I was confidential 
clerk, and bad charge of the corps of book­ 
keepers which the business demanded, 
f 
was of a reserved disposition, of studious 
habits, and was fast becoming a continued 
bachelor, when the events I shall narrate 
occurred, changing the tenor of my life. 
It was the month of December; I remem­ 
b e r the evening as distinctly as though it 
was just past. 
The snow was several 
inches deep, and the sky was filled with 
the small white messengers.

All was dark, but 1 knew just 
where my valise was, all ready, so I crept 
up stairs cautiously, to avoid further dis­ 
turbance, found my room door open, and 
right in the corner, where I expected, my 
valise. 
W ithout an instant's delay 1 rushed 
if >wn stairs. and was soon out in the blind­ 
ing sleet. 
I was really exhausted when I 
g< it to the station, and, to add to my trials, 
1 was just in tim e to see the train slowly 
moving off. 
After a hard run I got on the 
last car, recovered my breath as soon as I 
could, p at my valise into a rack, gave the 
conductor, with whom I was well acquaint­ 
ed, my ticket, and settled myself for a nap. 
When I awoke it was morning, arid 1 found, 
to my dismay, that we were snow-bound, 
and had made hut little progress on our 
way. There was nothing to do, however, 
but to make the best of it. I read awhile, 
smoked 
awhile, 
walked 
impatiently 
through the car, even lent them a hand at 
clearing the track; and, after other devices 
to kill time, thought 1 would look over 
my business matters. 
As I took down 
m y valise, it felt so light it attracted my at­ 
tention at once, so "that I involuntarily 
looked it over attentively, it certainly ap­ 
peared right, and there were my initials. <J. 
¿j. B., in the proper place. 
Something in­ 
tuitively told me I had made a mistake, 
and before opening I tried to think how it 
happened. Although I had taken it in the 
dark. I recalled the stairway, the room at 
the end of the upper hall, the position of 
things as they had appeared in what little 
light there was, and the valise in the cor­ 
ner whence 1 took it. 
There could be no 
mistake and yet this valise seemed only 
about half as heavy as it ought.

I did not hurry, but leisurely parsed 
along the platform to the rear of the other 
passengers. 
As I was about stepping till 
the platform to the sidewalk, to my sur­ 
prise two gentled.en, of nice appearance, 
seemed about to accost m e; but. as they 
were total strangers to me, I. of course, 
suppos ■! myself mistaken and passed on. 
In a 
i■ ouent they were by my side, and 
one of them said, very politely: “ Excuse 
me, l’rofessor: 1 thought it was you, but 
ditl not feel sure, until I saw your initials 
upon your valise. 
I am sorry you have 
had such a rough journey, but 1 can assure 
a good audience, despite the storm.' 
I was so dumbfounded that I could not 
resist his efforts as he and his friend es­ 
corted n ic to a carriage, placed me in it. 
and tlien entered themselves. Before 1 had 
a chance to speak the older gentleman 
said : "1 trust, l’rofessor, you will at once 
feel at home with us. You have many 
warm friends in town, though von are a 
stranger, personally, to us." 
\e s, broke in the other man, “I am 
Mr. Ackerman. Chairman of the Pos ture 
Committee, and my friend here is Judge 
Lincoln, who would insist that you should 
make your headquarters at his h ou se." 
I saw what their mistake was; hut how 
to get ruyself out of the matter caused me 
to fall inton reverie,during which my com­ 
panions politelv ceased to talk to me. A 
few minutes' thought and 1 determined to 
perform the part so unexpectedly thrust 
iq»on me, and give the lecture as best I 
could. Thanking the gentlemen, and fear­ 
ing the conversation 
might drift into 
channels where I could not sustain it cred­ 
itably, I begged permission to remain 
quiet, as my journey had been very fa­ 
tiguing. 
We speedily arrived at a handsome resi­ 
dence, into which 1 gladly entered, 1 was 
ushered into a warm, pleasant sitting-room 
and. when left alone, my conscience began 
to smite me. I had not long to reproach 
myself when I heard the sound of a wo­ 
man's voice, and the Judge’s wife entered 


and cordially bade me welcome. In con­ 
versing with her I discovered I was a very 
learned and eloquent Professor, and that 
the public was very eager to hear me.

A MOCK EO LA R -ilEA E HUNT. 
The mock polar-bear hunt is a favorite 
game among the Esquimau boys. A few 
lines will describe it. One of the boys of 
the village gets a polar-bear robe, and 
wrapping it around him after he is out 
among the ice-humtnocks about the vil­ 
lage, he comes crawling along someRledge- 
paih near the igloos, when he is discovered 
bv thedogs and surrounded. This is likely 
to be very rough sp o rt; for the boys take 
their spears and jab away at their brother 
in the bear robe, until you would think 
they would break some of his ribs ; while 
the dogs, emboldened by these supposed 
brave advances, oftentimes take bites of fur 
from the dangling edges of the robe. Tiie 
mock bear rears up on his hind feet and 
growls in a very ferocious manner, until, 
worn out at last' with his hard work and 
with having his head so tightly covered up 
with a heavy robe, be finally falls over at 
some thrust of a spear and pretends to ex­ 
pire. But the next moment he crawls out 
from tlie robe, much to the disgust of the 
dogs, with their hopes of a tine tueal of 
bear flesh. 
now the monkeys tricked the bees. 
Two monkeys sat under a tree in an 
Indian forest.’ One monkey was seen to 
busy himself smearing the other with red 
clay earth, When he had succeeded in 
entirely covering his companion, he disap­ 
peared into a neighboring wood, leaving 
the other a mass of clay, but for two small 
holes through which peered a pair of cun­ 
ning eyes. Then the bedaubed monkey 
was seen to climb to the hollow of a tree 
where there was a bee-hive. The bees 
buzzed about the intruder, but all they 
could do was to leave their stings in his 
clay coat. At length they swarmed away 
in despair, and the clever monkey helped 
himself to the honeycomb. 
Then the 
other monkey came out of his hiding-place 
and proceeded to pick off the clay covering 
from his brother.’ This done they set to 
work at the honeycomb and finished it. 
qUEEB KIND OF CANDY. 
It would seem very strange, and perhaps 
not very pleasant, to my young readers to 
hear a tallow candle or the shin-bone of a 
reindeer called candy. 
And yet these 
things may really be considered as Esqui­ 
mau candy, because they would delight 
■the children of the cold in precisely the 
way that a box of bonbons would delight 
you. There is a certain kind of water 
fowl in arctic countries known as the clove- 
kie. It is about the size of a duck, is quite 
black, has a prominent white stripe on its 
wings, and its webbed feet are of a brill­ 
iant' red. When sitting in rows on the 
edge of greenish rock these little red feet 
are very conspicuous. Sometimes, when 
the men have killed a number of dovekies, 
the Esquimau women cut off the bright 
red feet, draw out the bones, and, blowing 
into the skins, distend them as much as 
possible, so as to form pouches. When 
these pouches are thoroughly dried they 
are filled with 
reindeer 
tallow, and 
the bright red packages, which, I assure 
you, 
look 
much 
nicer 
than 
they 
taste, are little Boreas’ candy. 
In very 
cold weather the Esquimaux children eat 
great quantities of fat and blubber; and 
this fatty food, which seems to us so unin­ 
viting, helps to keep them warm and well. 
The only other kind of candy that the 
Esquimaux children have is the marrow 
from the long leg or shin none of the 
slaughtered reindeer. Of this also they 
ore very fond 
Whenever a reindeer is 
killed and the ¡neat has been stripped from 
the bones of the legs these bones are 
placed on the floor of the igloo and cracked 
with a hatchet until the marrow is ex­ 
posed. The bones are then forced apart 
with the hands and the marrow is dug out 
of the ends with a long, sharp and narrow 
spoon made from a walrus’ tusk. 
I have 
eaten this reindeer marrow frozen and 
cooked, and alter one becomes accustomed 
to eating frozen meat raw it is really an 
acceptable tid b it; while cooked and nicely 
served it would be a delicacy anywhere.—

OCCUPATION FOR WOMEN. 


M ay T h e y N ot h e S u ccessfu l L o rd s o f th e 
Soil* 
Matthew Crawford, of Cuyahoga Falls. 
Ohio, sends us his pamphlet on the culti­ 
vation of small fruits. I.t is a valuable lit­ 
tle pamphlet. We have been particularly 
struck with Mr. Craw turd’s sensible re­ 
marks made at the meeting of the Missis­ 
sippi Valley Horticultural Society, in Jan­ 
uary last, on fruit-growing as an occupa­ 
tion for women. 
There is a pursuit in which very few 
women are as yet engaged which offers 
more advantages with fewer drawbacks 
than anv other to which she can turn her 
attention. This is the cultivation of small 
fruits. The leading characteristics of this 
work are such as to recommend it especial­ 
ly to women. 
It is not laborious : docs not 
require great physical strength, and yet it 
furnishes proper and plentiful exercise for 
both mind ami body. 
There is but little 
heavy work connected with it, and that 
little can be hired. 
It does not require 
much capital. But little land is required, 
and no expensive implements. M lion the 
business is begun in a small way, and grad­ 
ually increased, there is scarcely any ex­ 
pense worth naming. 
Fruit-growers meet with less opposition 
than almost any other class, and next to 
none from coarse or ignorant people. Their 
products generally meet with a ready sale, 
and here, for once, woman has an equal 
chance with man. When she sends truit 
to market no one demands it for hall price 
because it was grown by a woman. Fine 
fruit sells on its own merits, and while it 
has no fixed value like wheat, a good arti­ 
cle is always in demand at a paying price. 
No advertising is ticeded to sell it, and no 
money is spent in building up a trade. 
It 
can be grown in any part of the country, 
and there is a market for it wherever peo­ 
ple live. The demand for fruit is not based 
•imply upon its being delicious and attract­ 
ive : ¡t'is a real need. The human system 
has a natural appetite for the combination 
of acids and sugar that is found in berries. 
When wo think of the thousands and mill­ 
ions Of people who live in cities and raise 
nothing, we partly realize the extent of the 
demand for fruits, and the conclusion is 
that for a long time to come the demand 
will exceed the supply. True, the market 
is sometimes overstocked for a day or two, 
but in such a ease the producer can dry or 
can the surplus. 
The market for dried 
fruit is never overstocked. 
Small fruit-growers have another ad­ 
vantage in the fact that their products come 
into market in the summer, when people 
have money, and are liberal in spending it, 
rather than in the winter, when m anyare 
idle, and when those who have employ­ 
ment find that the necessaries of life make 
such heavy demands upon their earnings 
that they iiave little left for luxuries. 
The advantage of being one's own em­ 
ployer is worth much. No one can fully 
appreciate this until he has been subject to 
the call ofu bell ora whistle. There is not 
a single qualification needed for the busi­ 
ness of growing small fruits that woman 
does not possess. Indeed, a much larger 
proportion of women than of men are 
suited to the work. Farmers in general 
will let their families go without fruit 
rather than to raise it, but farmers' wrives 
are interested in horticulture. They raise 
the flowers, and often the vegetables. They 
attend to details. They are in sympathy 
with their pets, and learn their habits much 
sooner than men do. As a rule they are 


not so ready to neglect their work as men 
are. Added to this, they have a "knack" 
which gives them success. 
A skillful 
gardener once said that a woman with a 
cracked teapot could root cuttings that an 
experienced propagator with all his mod­ 
ern appliances would fail with. 
It is not 
hard work, nor the ability to do hard work 
that makes fruit-growing successful; it is 
the lie-art work, the real interest, the care- 
j fulness and faithfulness and good judg­ 
ment that are put into the enterprise. 
Lack of knowledge is no obstacle, for 
this can be acquired easily and quickly. 
There are no secrets in fruit-growing. 
Those engaged in it are always ready to 
communicate their knowledge’ and every 
horticultural society is engaged in dissem­ 
inating information. In our time there are 
many educated women more wretched and 
anxious than the poorest peasant girl that 
has accepted the duties of her lot, and has 
learned how to fulfill them. The country 
is overstocked with teachers. The prospect 
of standing behind a counter all day, often 
in miserable health, for a mere pittance, is 
the best that life offers many of them. 
There are women, too, with a little capital, 
who waste it in trying to make artists or 
musicians of themselves, forgetting that 
the lessons of Murillo or Gounod would 
not supply the place of talent. To these 
Mr. Crawford’s suggestions ought to be val­ 
uable. He adds the following practical 
hints to beginners: 
First, post up on the work. Study your 
facilities, your land, capital, nearness to 
market and ability to obtain needed he!)'. 
Secure the control of some good land, it 
costs as much to prepare and cultivate 
poor land as rich, and the profits are little 
or nothing. Begin in a small way. You 
will make some mistakes, and will have 
much to learn. If you do everything well, 
and at the right time, you cannot attend to 
much at first. Plant hut few varieties, and 
only such as generally succeed. You can 
well afford to do without those new kinds 
that are “destined to supersede all others.” 
Be more practical than theoretical." 
Be 
more ready to believe what you see than 
what you hear. Take some good horticult­ 
ural papers and read them attentively. 
Join a horticultural society if there is one 
within your reach. Do your work well. 
Both profit and satisfaction come from 
a little well done, rather than a large 
plantation grown in a slip-shod manner. 
Sell no poor berries. 
They will injure 
your credit more than they are worth. 
Use them, or give them to those who have 
none and cannot afford to buy. 
Keep 
your plants growing during the growing 
season. Injure no roots in cultivating. 
Plants make tlic-ir own repairs: but they 
should be better employed. The force ex­ 
pended in healing a broken root might be 
more profitably used in building up the 
plant or storing away nourishment for the 
next crop of fruit. All the berry plants do 
best on dan d that is rich, moist—not wet— 
and cool. Without richness there is nothing 
to make fruit of. W ithout moisture to dis­ 
solve the food in the soil it is unavailable, 
for all plant food is taken up in solution. 
' W ithout a comparatively cool soil the 
plants cannot remain healthy. Earh plant 
should have plenty of room, and no other 
roots should be allowed to rob it of food 
and moisture. The surface of the soil must 
be kept loose by stirring or mulching, so as 
to admit air to the roods, for they cannot 
live without it. As a plant can make its 
wants known only by signs, he who best 
understands these signs, and is most faith­ 
ful in supplying the wants expressed by 
them, will succeed best.—[New York Free­ 
man’s Journal.

T iie M o d e rn S ch o o l o f M usic. 
What has been termed the modern school 
of music finds expression in the works of 
Rubinstein, Wagner, Brahms, Raff and 
Liszt, with others, but the names men­ 
tioned are those who are most prominently 
identified with theschool. 
And yet they 
differ widely among themselves. Brahms 
is a sturdy opponent of the Wagner idea, 
as is also Rubinstein. But these two com­ 
posers seek their fame in a branch of com­ 
position which Wagner did not cultivate. 
The symphonies of Brahms and Rubin­ 
stein arc their highest expressions in com­ 
position. while Wagner discarded entirely 
the idea of absolute instrumental music, 
and devoted his great genius to the rnusic- 
draina its a combination of the arts of m u­ 
sic, poetry, drama and painting. 
Even in 
the very few purely instrumental compo­ 
sitions of Wagner—as the Kaiser Marsch, 
the Huldigungs Marsch and others, he 
painted a picture, and it is alleged, as ac­ 
counting for the weakness of his Centen­ 
nial Festival March, that, never having 
been in tiiis country, he had no definite 
pictorial idea which lie could illustrate. 
Raff was even more objective in his com­ 
positions than Brahms or Rubinstein. His 
symphonies attempt to describe definite 
scenes, and their very titles are in them ­ 
selves objective. 
“Spring,” “Summer,” 
“Autumn," “ Winter," “Lenore," etc.. are 
their subjects. 
Liszt, a most advanced apostle of the 
modern school, is still different from the 
others. The opera or music-drania he has 
not touched, but in instrumental music he 
is thoroughly objective, and his sympho­ 
nies and symphonic poems are gigantic 
musical paintings in which he lays on the 
colors in the freest po.-sihle style. Con­ 
ventional rules and forms he utterly dis­ 
cards when it suits him to do so. And in 
his compositions for voices he follows the 
same plan. Ills songs are not songs, hut 
dramatic scenes, passionate, declamatory, 
mediative, but never strophic. W hen lie 
applies his principles to oratorios, the re­ 
sult ¡3 different from any other works of 
the kind.—[Leslie’s Sunday Magazine.

We were struck recently by the remarks 
of a doctor friend of ours, who said no one 
thing will do 30 much to make people in­ 
dependent of tiie medical profession as the 
daily use of fru it; he had noticed that 
those farmers in whose families fruit was 
regularly and largely consumed, very sel­ 
dom needed his services. We thought 
what a pi tv that every farmer In the land 
could not be convinced of these truths. It 
is a deplorable fact that farmer's families 
do not enjoy that robust health that pure 
country air and and outdoor Ule, with 
plenty of exercise should give. 
It is also 
a fact tiiat living on farms whose rich 
acres are aching to produce abundant crops 
of varied Units, but very few have plenty, 
and many never have any fruit, except it 
may be an occasional apple. The standard 
food in a majority of farmers' houses con­ 
sists largely 
of 
bread, 
butter, 
meat 
(mostly 
pork) 
fried 
in 
grease, and 
when pastry or cake is used it has lard 
in large proportion in its composition : 
and tins food is eaten twice, and in many 
families three times a day, year in and year 
out. Is it any wonder that they are not 
more healthy, and that their prevailing 
diseases are such as indicate an over-con­ 
sumption of greasy food? 
If fruits were 
expensive or difficult to raise there would 
be some excuse, but there is no part of the 
country without plenty of varieties adapted 
to its soil and climate, and just such as are 
fitted by nature to both nourish and cleanse 
the body, and no more skill is required to 
grow them than to grow com and wheat. 
Why is it that so few farmers make any 
attempt to provide an adequate supply of 
what would add much to their pleasure, 
and save mail}’ times its cost in doctors' 
bills, to say nothing of the sufferings and 
loss of their dear ones ? We entreat you, 
decide just now not to let the spring pass 
without planting a fruit yard. Surely, it is 
better to’grow fruit than to be continually 
dosing 
with 
medicine.

THE GARDEN OF EDEN. 
Kev. Dr. William F. Warren, President 
of the Boston University, in a volume en­ 
titled “ Paradise Found,” adds another to 
the many hooks that have been written 
upon the geographical locality of the Dar­ 
den of Fden. The doctor holds that the 
earthlvparadi.se must have had its loca­ 
tion in the polar region, and at a time so re­ 
mote that the mind of manean conceive of 
it only hv inlinitc exertion. Then the me­ 
teorological conditions at tlie pole were 
the reverse of what they are to-day, and 
the conformation of the arctic essentially 
differed from the present form. The vol­ 
ume will give great encouragement to the 
son of Captain Symmes, who -till spends 
tin better part of his days in promoting 
and elalxirating the theory of his sire, that 
there is at the pole a depression which 
deepens into an entrance to the interior of 
the earth, where, hut probably in a mod­ 
ified form, the earthly paradise still exists. 
The work of I)r. Warren does not convince 
the scientific world, but it entertains and 
commands a fair hearing, because of the 
elaborate collation and the ingenious mar­ 
shalling in logical array of the traditions 
upon which, in part, the theory of the 
once habitable condition of the extreme 
Arctic region is founded. But there is 
also a very ingenious array of geological 
evidence in support of 
the theory, 
while the proofs adduced from re­ 
ligious lxdicfs and traditions are force­ 
ful. 
Beyond the frozen barrier, that 
effectually 
check the 
researches 
of 
man, the fancy has the broadest of fields 
for its play, and since Eden was a place so 
fair as to he wholly incompatible with any 
geographic section known to us, specula­ 
tions regarding the mysterious and un­ 
locked north will always be possessed of 
profoundly romantic interest. The very 
fact that the evidences are undeniable that 
in remote periods of which we have pos­ 
itive proofs man was exceedingly low in 
the intellectual scale, and lived much as 
do the beasts of the forest, but adds a 
charm to the fanciful speculation that pos­ 
sibly there was beyond those periods of 
mere animal existence the beginning of an 
era of ascending intelligence for man, at 
the summit of which he may have been a 


more'superior being than even now. ' But j 
this must be mere assumption on the part j 
of whoever indulges in it, for there are no ' 
proofs that can be accepted as incontro­ 
vertible, nor even as highly probable. 
If 
it is admitted, for the sake of the argu­ 
ment, that the reverend writer of the book 
has established by fair inference the Eden- 
like character of the polar regions in a 
given period, it cannot he admitted that 
there is certain ground-work laid for peo­ 
pling that garden with human beings. All 
the geological evidences deny it—nega­ 
tively, it is true; but in the failure to re­ 
veal the impress of man's presence they 
are practically conclusive. 
The chief 
value of the work, aside from its ingenious 
array of traditional and geologic testi­ 
monies relative to former Arctic condition*! 
resides in the fact of the discussion of such 
a question by a minister of the Christian 
religion, since it testifies to the growth of 
liberalism in the discussion of the origin 
of man, and still further abandonment of 
the old time reliance upon the biblical ac­ 
count of the creation. Dr. Warren stands 
deservedly high in the literary circles of 
his country, and his piety and orthodoxy 
are not matters of any doubt. 11 is treat­ 
ise, therefore, takes on an additional in­ 
terest. It has done what a worthless book 
never does—drawn the fire of the scientific 
critics, and commanded the respect of the 
literary class. Very few of the reviewers 
accord a right position to the Doctor upon 
any given point of his argument, hut all 
express admiration for the ingenuity of 
his method, the patience manifested in 
marshaling traditional testimony, and for 
the charm of the style of the author. Per­ 
haps no more concise, respectful and yet 
complete answer to the theory has ap­ 
peared than that written by an accom­ 
plished editor of the Atlantic Monthly, 
who finds such fatal defects in the theory 
and cited proofs, that the work of the dis­ 
tinguished scholar is only saved from his 
ridicule by the dignified method and pol­ 
ished style employed by its author. 
THE QUESTION OF TASTE AGAIN. 
Referring to our exception to the judg­ 
ment of the Los Angeles committee in 
rejecting a picture on the ground that the 
nude has no high place in art, the San 
Francisco Alta says: 
Assuming that the purpose of art exhibitions 
arc esthetic merely, and lot in the line of moral 
education, is not a local committee the best 
judge of local ideas of propriety ? 
To which wc reply affirmatively for the 
sake of the argument. But the committee 
did not I'ase its decision upon local ideas 
of propriety as we understand it. It as­ 
sumed to occupy a plane of art criticism 
and to declare a precept in art. The 
Alta says: 
If we subordinate our art judgment to that of 
Dresden and Florence, it is enough, without 
being forced to also accept the standards of 
morals prevailing in those cities. It is really 
not so much a question of morals as one of 
habit. It would be too much to say that a 
thing could be moral in Florence which 
would be immoral in San Francisco; but if 
the conventional standards of morals are 
different in the two places, it is not the busi 
rn :-- of persons getting up art exhibitions to 
undertake to equalize those standards. 
By 
doing so they only make trouble for themselves 
and defeat the main purpose of their efforts. 
That the test of propriety of a picture is often 
not so much the nature of the painting itself ¡us 
the minds ot those who gaze on it, must have 
struck discerning observers who witnessed the 
behavior of the mass or visitors to the Mechan­ 
ics’ Fair when the famous step-ladder painting 
was on exhibition. 
If committeemen pass upon a picture as 
art critics, they will not consult loeal pre­ 
judices if they are competent for the office 
they fill. To say that the art judgment of 
Los Angeles or San Francisco ¡s subordi­ 
nated to that of Dresden or Florence, is 
equivalent to saying that the public of the 
first places are appreciative of art culture 
and have risen to an exalted plane of judg­ 
ment. If the test of judgment is to be, not 
the merit «if the picture, but the mental 
habit of the beholder, then there is an end 
to all progression in art tastes. It a com­ 
mittee on hanging pictures is to hang only 
such as will meet the present tastes of a 
community, then that community must lie 
excluded from contemplation of all exam­ 
ples of art, save such concerning which it 
has preconceived notions. Art exhibitions 
are given not to cater to local tastes, but 
to advance, enlarge and cultivate art 
ideas, and this can never be done bv eir- 
eumseribing art exhibits by the bounds of 
local prejudices or preconceptions of what 
the place in art is of this or that style. 1 lie 
standard of morals must be one of exceed­ 
ing sensitiveness that will make that im­ 
moral to exhibit in California which is 
proper enough for Californians to gaze 
upon when in Dresden or Florence. It is 
very true that it it not the business of per­ 
sons managing art exhibitions to equalize 
the differing ta-tes of communities, neither 
is ft their business to judge art works upon 
an assumption of what the people will 
like. We repeat that the committee in 
question, had they based their rejection 
upon the sensitiveness of the people of 
Los Angeles and fears that the modesty 
of that community might he shocked by 
exhibition of the rejected picture, the only 
criticism to make would relate toart morals. 
But when a committee declares that the 
nude has no place in art sufficient to merit 
the exhibition of an example of it. it ar­ 
rogates to itself functions that it is not 
competent to sustain, and pronounces a 
judgment it is incompetent to form. It e 
are not discussing the morality of the 
picture in question so much as the prudery 
of the committee, and its timidity in 
announcing the reasons for the rejection. 
LITERARY AND COLLEGIATE TRAINING. 
The San Francisco Bulletin discusses the 
question whether indeed literary training 
at it» best is had only in colleges and 
universities. 
Our contemporary rightly 
concludes that a collegiate course is no 
longer an indispensable requisite for liter­ 
ary excellence, or for that education that 
fits a man for professional and business ac­ 
tivities, and learned and skilled vocations. 
The view-, of the Boston Advertiser are 
quoted—the editor being a collegian and of 
a collegiate faculty. It says: 
Making n list hastily of well known authors, 
setting their names down as they occur to u s it 
appears that Irving. Poe, Cooper and W hittier 
are almost tlie only names of men of the first 
rank who did not have a collegiate education. 
Bryant began a college course, but was rotn- 
pelled to discontinue it. Longfellow, Haw­ 
thorne. Holmes. Emerson. Thoreau, Willis, 
Prescott. Bancroft. Motley, the two Danas, were 
ail college men. In taking men of the later 
generation and recognizing the conspicuous, 
rather than the eminent asa nasi- for judgment, 
the college men are 1‘arkm an. Warner, Lodge, 
Fiske, various Adamses, Hale, lliggiuson. 
White. Storey, Cranch, Seudder, Leland. Dc- 
Forrcst, Curtis, Norton, J. F. Clarke. Ripley. 
■Stedman offsets Bryant as coming between tlie 
two classes. Of non-coliege men a larger num- 
!x r may be readily nam ed—Walt W hitman. 
Whipple. Trowbridge, Fields. Parton, Stoddard, 


either list according to his own judgment with­ 
out m aterially disturbing the baianee. 
< It is clear to whoever observes, that lit­ 
erary culture among the men of the day is 
nut of necessity the result of college train­ 
ing. The book press of the nineteenth 
century has placed it within the power of 
men of will and ambition to cultivate 
tastes of the highest order in literature, 
science and art, without special training in 
colleges. The Bulletin is quite right when 
it savs “ the men who have been educated 
in college, and those who arc not, are not 
very far apart in the matter of literary 
qualifications.” It might well have added 
that for thorough reading the non-colleg­ 
ians can 
present an equal record. 
They certainly arc. proportionately, the 
largest and best body of hook buyers: they 
are the largest and most critical body of 
art connoisseurs; they forma very large 
part of the scientific corps of the country; 
they are engaged in the professions and in 
literary pursuits as largely as are colleg­ 
ians, and so far as the world is concerned 
there is very little to distinguish them 
from these who have had collegiate train­ 
ing. It may be true that the most of the 
non-collegians distinguished in business 
and literary walks are specialists; that they 
have trained themselves upon one line of 
thought. But this is pre-eminently the 
age of specialists. Men are learning to do 
one thing thoroughly and well, and the 
world is the better for it, while the possi­ 
bilities of progress are in no wise narrowed 
by it. 
. 
T h e new Minister to China has attempt­ 
ed to explain why an appointment to that 
post from among Californians would have 
been unwise. It is the old argument over 
again, and is simply this ; China would he 
displeased if one known to he opposed to 
unrestricted 
Chinese immigration into 
America were sent to her court. That this 
is a mere assumption is undeniable. No 
one has cited any proof that the Chinese 
Government entertains any such senti­ 
ment. It did not so treat Mr. Swift as to 
give reason for any such speculation. It 
sends to us representatives without any 
consultation of our desires regarding the 
views entertained by them of the Chinese 
immigration question. 
Judge Wallace, 
Mr. MeCoppinaud Mr. Denby all argue by 
illogical methods and an assumed major 
premise which is unsupported by a single 
atom of evidence. The truth is Wallace 
and MeCoppin have given the Democracy 
in California a black eye, and Mr. Denby 
by no possible ingenious explanations can 
efface the disgraceful marks of thobatterv.

I t has developed that immediately after 
the great strike of iron workers had been 
made in Pennsylvania the travel to the

One of 
these looked deeply into the cause, and 
discovered that the increase in the west­ 
ward current was wholly due to the exodus 
of iron workers and their families to tiie 
cheap lands of the West, where they pro­ 
pose to tickle the ribs of nature and de­ 
velop as agriculturists.

The officers and men in Lawton’s com­ 
mand deserve commendation for their ex­ 
ertions in following the Indian trail with 
the perseverance of men of adamantine 
nerve. The lack of rations only prevented 
their pursuing the Indians to their last 
cam ping-place. 
Two Partly-Burned Bodies Found. 
P a rk e r’s M ili, (via Flagstaff), June 19th. 
—The remains of two persons, partly 
burned, was found to-day. As they were 
found near where an Indian was killed re­ 
cently, it is believed that the remains found 
are also Indians. The Coroner from Flag­ 
staff’ will arrive to-morrow to investigate. 
Escape of Counterfeiters. 
F la g s ta ff, June 19th.—Local officers for 
seven or eight weeks have been watching 
two counterfeiters in the San Francisco 
mountains. They have given the officers 
the slip by leaving the camp equipage as if 
they were going away for a few hours. 
They left with about $1.500 in gold and 
silver coin. One is 50 years old, dark com­ 
plexion, full beard, walks erect, face 
powder-burnt, five feet eleven inches high, 
and called himself Devoid, or Van.

Jackson, Walnut Grove, Cab: The speci­ 
mens you send are too much dried up for 
determination, but are species of red mite 
or red spider, and can be readily destroyed 
by using whale oil or soft soap, ten 
pounds ; tobacco stems, two or three 
pounds; concentrated lye, one pound. 
Boil the tobacco stems in two or three gal­ 
lons of water; dissolve the lye in one gallon 
of water, and by adding the soap this will 
make twenty gallons of solution. Spray 
the trees with it, and repeat if necessary. 
The solution will not injure foliage nor 
fruit.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T he Capítol 
Geol’.nps.—Considerable 
com plaint has lately been made, and it is 
currently stated, that the beautiful grounds 
around the Slate Capitol have become the 
rendezvous of tram ps, hoodlums and crim ­ 
inals. So m uch so lias this become the 
case that women are afraid to pass through 
them either in day or niirht time, and 
m any parents forbid their children from 
going there. 
Policemen rarely go there, 
hence it is an excellent place for loafers 
who desire to elude the officers. 
The Cap­ 
itol Commissioners complain because of 
the grounds being kept w ithout any official 
protection. They say that no city in the 
f uion has such line grounds kept up en­ 
tirely by the State Government. The State i 
annually pays the city $1.200 for water, and 
the grounds are such as should elicit suffi­ 
cient pride as at least to secure the appoint­ 
m ent of a local officer. 
The Capitol 
Commissioners have no funds at their dis­ 
posal for such a purpose, and whatever 
they do in that direction they become per­ 
sonally liable for. 
Yesterday the following 
notice was printed, and will to-day be 
posted in conspicuous piares throughout 
the grounds: 
“ Fifty Dollars 
Reward. 
Flowers m ust not he cut w ithout perm is­ 
sion. 
B all-playing is prohibited. 
A re­ 
ward of $50 will be paid for the conviction 
of any person who m utilates or destroys 
the plants or otherwise com m its any acts 
of vandalism , obscenity, or trespass on 
these grounds. By order of the Capitol 
Commissioners. 
Thom as I,. Thom pson, 
Secretary of Slate. " T he city authorities 
feel that it is the place of the Stab to look 
after its grounds as m uch as after the build­ 
ing. w hich is patrolled by three watchmen. 
T he city was certainly liberal enough in 
assisting the State to the possession of the 
grounds.

true that 
som ething should be done to m ake them 
more pleasant and safe for ladies and 
others, and it m ight be that, though the city 
has no m oney in its police fund to spare 
for the purpose, an arrangem ent m ight lie 
m ade by which the city would pay part, 
and the .State pari, of the salary of a watch­ 
m an.

A B r ie f H istory o f th e O rder o f T u rn ers— 
E lev e n th A u u u a l F estiv a l 
The eleventh grand festival of the Pacific 
Turn-Bezirk commences in this city this 
evening, and will continue Sunday, M on­ 
day and Tuesday. T his evening there will 
be a grand reception of the visiting socie­ 
ties, w ith a torchlight procession from the 
depot, under the escort of the m ilitary, fire 
departm ent, civic societies and citizens ot 
Sacramento. The line of m arch will be as 
follow s: Through Second street, from the 
depot to K, to Ninth, to J, to Second : coun­ 
term arch to Tenth, to K. to T urner H all. 
During the procession there will be a grand 
display of fireworks along the line of march. 
A t T urner H all, the 
visiting members 
tvill receive an official greeting from Louis 
Mohr, on behalf of tiie local society, and 
from Mayor Brown, on behalf of tiie city 
of Sacram ento. A lready those living and 
doing business along the line of m arch 
have commenced decorating, and by to­ 
night those streets will present a handsom e 
and holiday appearance. The decorations 
at T urner H all are very elaborate. 
Below 
is given a brief sketch of tiie origin, growth 
ami present status of th e society: 
“The Turners” is the nam e of a Union, 
whoso aim is the protection of hum an 
rights, the advancem ent of personal and re­ 
ligious liberty and tiie education of the 
youth; to strengthen the body by gym ­ 
nastic exercises and athletic spurts and to 
cultivate the m ind in the light of freedom 
and progress. 
In all contests against op­ 
pression an d ' intolerance, in Europe as 
well as in America, tiie Turners stood in 
front ranks, and in former years their or­ 
ganization was greatly disliked and perse­ 
cuted by the priesthood and all despotic 
powers. 
. 
The founder of the organization was 
Friedrich Ludwig Jah n , generally know n 
as Turtivater Jahn. H e was born oil A u­ 
gust 11, 1778, in tbe town of Lanz, Ger­ 
m any. 
He received a thorough education, 
and "studied theology and philosophy at 
the universities'of llano, Goettingen and 
Griefswald, from 171*6 to ¡802. To com­ 
plete his studies he traveled extensively 
through Germany until 1806. w hen his 
patriotic inspirations prom pted him to join 
tiie Prussian arm y in the contest against 
France, under Napoleon I., but he did not 
reacli the arm y until after the disastrous 
battle and defeat at Jena, and retreated 
w ith the shattered arm y to the city of Lu- 
bcek, on the Baltic. 
In the latter part of 1 SOD lie w ent to Ber­ 
lin, where, in 1810, lie received a situation 
as assistant teacher at th e gym nasium of 
the Gray M onastry : an d in tiie following 
year. 1811, he opened the first institution 
for gymnastic exercises at the Hasenhaide, 
near Berlin. 
Disappointed at the sham eful hum ilia­ 
tion Prussia had sustained through tiie 
French, Jah n m ade it th e aim of his life to 
inspire the hearts of the German people 
with patriotism . 
To accom plish this ob­ 
ject lie instituted the gym nasium s for the 
physical and m oral training of the youth, 
and at the sam e tim e wrote several popular 
books. 
At the call of K ing Friederick W illiam 
III., in 1813, Jah n w ent to Breslau and 
joined the corps of Lutzow s V olunteers 
■known as the wild hunters o f 181: . 
lie 
fought in different battles of the campaign 
against Napoleon i.. in 1813-14, and in 1815 
he entered Paris witli the victorious allied 
arm ies. After returning to Berlin lie con­ 
tinued his efforts to aw aken the patriotism 
of the German i>eople. and in 1817 he was 
appointed turn-leader by the Prussian Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
By his continued agitation and his frank 
m anner of expression against the reac­ 
tionary element, lie was regarded as a deni- 
agogue, and on the 14th of July, 1810, tie 
was arrested as such. 
After being im pris­ 
oned in the Fortresses o f Spandeau, Ku- 
strin and Kolberg, lie tv a- at last liberated 
in 1825. but was constantly kept under re­ 
striction until 1810. when finally he was 
decorated w ith the order of tiie Iron Cross. 
In 1848 he was elected a m em ber of tlic- 
G erm an Parliam ent, but on account of his 
great age would not take an active part. 
lie died October 15, 1852, at Freiburg, on 
the Unstrut. where a 
m onum ent 
was 
erected to his m em ory. A nother m onu­ 
m ent. of larger dim ension, was erected in 
1872. at the Hasenhaide, Berlin, form ing a 
mound of stone blocks, contributed by the 
different Turn-V ereins of Germany* and 
other countries, including A m erica and 
A ustralia. The m ound is crowned by his 
bust in bronz.e. 
W hen the suspicion was aroused 
of 
Father Jah n being a demagogue, the differ­ 
ent Turn-V ereins were suppressed by the 
Government, but during the revolutionary 
periods of 1832 and 1848 they sprung up 
again in all parts of Germany. 
The Turners 
formed companies and 
fought bravely for the liberation of Ger­ 
many from the clutches of tyrant-.. 
Many 
of them lost their lives in this terrible anu 
unfortunate combat, and m any prom inent 
leaders were compelled to go into exile. 
Most of them found their way to the 
United States, where they expected to find 
new homes and enjoy the blessings of lib­ 
erty. T heir hopes were partially realized ; 
but when the Native A m erican or Know 
Nothing party sprang into existence, the 
rights of foreign-born citizens were endan­ 
gered, and there was another field for the 
work of the Turners. T he exiled patriots 
organized tiieT um -V ereinat Boston. M ^ x , 
and Philadelphia. I’a., in tiie year 1840, 
and in a very short tim e societies were 
formed in all tiie principal cities of tiie 
Union. 
T he Nordi A m erican T urners’ 
Union was formed, and the first festival of 
the Union was held i:i the year 18.54. in the 
city of Philadelphia. 
W hile the festival was in progress at 
Lemon Ifill (now a pari of Fairm ount 
Park), tiie Turners were attacked by a mob 
of roughs under the leadership of excited 
fanatics: but they defended themselves 
bravely, and m any persons were wounded 
on both sides. The m unicipal Governm ent 
rtf Philadelphia was ’lien in the hands of 
the Know N othing party, and the authori­ 
ties. instead of protecting the attacked 
party 
the T urners--they made common 
cause with the ruffians. Only Turners 
were arrested, and only with difficulty the 
necessary bail was secured tor their libera­ 
tion. 
Many prom inent and intelligent 
American-horn citizens of Philadelphia as­ 
sisted in obtaining the exceedingly heavy 
bails imposed. 
D uring the late war the Turners were 
amongst the first to join the Union arm y. 
Some of tiie larger citic- sent full regiments 
of Turners to the front. General Sigei. the 


souri, General B leaker, Carl Scburz, Wil- 
lich, S rah el and m any others who distin­ 
guished themselves during the war, were 
prom inent Turners. 
At present the North Anierii-an T urners' 
Union is in a flourishing condition, and is 
divided into different Bezirks, of w hich the 
Pacific Turn-Bezirk is one.of the strongest 
in proportion to population. It consists of 
twelve societies’ with the annexed num ber 
of m em bers: Pan Francisco Turn-V erein, 
35:»; Yorwaerts (San Francisco', 123; Ein- 
tracht Turn-Section . San Francisco), Off; 
Mission T urn-Vercin (San Francisco), 170:

The “owl" designatts everlasting 
w atchfulness: 
the “sword crossing the 
torch" designates the combat for light and 
liberty. T he words “G ut Heil 
have been 
adopted as a fraternal sanitation. The ini­ 
tials "F F .S . T.," represent the m otto of 
the organization, “ Fret" (free), "Frisch" 
(frank). "Stark" (strong'. “Treu (true.. 
The Sacram ento T urn Vercin was organ­ 
ized in the vear 1854, and. in spite ot all 
the terrible disadvantages under w hich it 
had to labor, it is to-day one of the most 
flourishing societies of the t nion on this 
coast. The num ber of its m em bers is 
about 150, and the society owns a substan­ 
tia! and commodious hall on K street, be­ 
tween Ninth and T enth. One of the most 
competent gym nastic instructors has been 
engaged, and instructions arc given to pu­ 
pils (both boys and girls) for very sm all 
m onthly dues. T he T urners do no t confine 
their efforts to one nationality or language, 
for persons of all nations and every creed 
are welcome and will be adm itted as m em ­ 
bers, and, in fact, the num ber of American- 
born members is largely increasing.

B erm uda Grass on A lkali S o il-S a le 
o f D airy P rod ucts—Item s 
- 
o f Interest. 


BERMUDA GRASS ON" A LK A LI LAND. 
A year or so ago, in answ er to a letter ad­ 
dressed to the R ecord-U nioh, the reply was 
given that Berm uda grass would grow and 
thrive on alkali soil. This statem ent was 
based upon actual observation and experi­ 
ence in this vicinity where there are sm all 
patches of alkali, and upon w hich Ber­ 
m uda grass has been planted and grown 
w ith entire success. The last issue of the 
T ulare RegUstcr testifies to the same experi­ 
ence in that vicinity. It says: 
Last week we mentioned the fact that J. A. 
Cary had succeed in getting Bermuda grass to 
grow upon strong white alkali ground. W e ran 
ae ross some verv strong corroborative evidence 
to prove that this valuable forage plant will 
grow luxuriantly even upon the strongest alkali 
ground where not even weeds will grow. K. P. 
Putnam gave this grass a very thorough test last 
vear. and the results are entirely beyond his ex ­ 
pectations. 
About the time this grass was set 
out in the Court house yard at Visalia, several 
years ago. some of it got a start upon what is 
known as the Riley rauch. Last year, as uu ex­ 
periment. Mr. Putnam look up some sods of it 
and set them in some of the strongest black 
alkali spots on the ranch, spots upon which not 
the slightest vestige of vegetatiou would grow, 
and now it is spreading out and growing as 
thriftily as can be, and bids fair to oover the en­ 
tire ground in a year or two more. 
Bermuda 
grass is rated very high among all authorities 
unon forage plants, and if those of our farmers 
who have alkali spots upon their ranches will 
take the trouble to set them to this grass, they 
will not have more valuable pasturage lands 
vu their places. 
There is no question but that the value 
o f Berm uda grass is entirely undervalued, 
or else largely unknow n. 
It is one of the 
rankest and most persistent growers under 
adverse conditions that can be found in the 
vegetable kindom . 
It m aintains its growth 
and green appearance during the drycst 
weather, but of course the grow th is not 
then as rapid as w hen it has more m oist­ 
ure. 
It does not dry up, how ever,and con­ 
tinues excellent green feed for stock, and 
pleasing to the eye. The only objection 
that can be raised to it is the fact that it is 
next to impossible to get rid of when once 
it becomes well rooted, and it spreads rap ­ 
idly over the ground. This cannot he ob­ 
jectionable wherever there is alkali ground, 
for anything that will convert a sightless 
an d barren alkali desert or piece of land 
into an oasis of indestructible and beautiful 
green pasture, is very m uch like transform ­ 
ing Dante's Inferno into the most ecstatic 
conception of the Celestial City. 


THE SALE OK DAIRY PRODUCTS. 
A m ovem ent in a new line is on foot be­ 
fore the Northwest Coast Dairy Associa­ 
tion, w hich held its first quarterly meeting 
at Portland, Oregon, on the 8th inst. 
The 
purpose is to increase the m arket price of 
dairy products, and this is to be accom­ 
plished by all the mem bers of the associa­ 
tion, and all dairym en, establishing one 
com m on depot or 
warehouse 
through 
w hich their products shall be disposed of, 
under supervision of a comm ittee chosen 
by the association. The comm ittee which 
has had the subject under consideration 
subm itted the following rep o rt: 
Your committee appointed to confer with the 
commission m erchants of this city handling 
dairy products, and grocers retailing the same, 
with a view of ascertaining the leasibility of 
concentrating all dairy products to the house or 
depot for distribution or sale, beg leave to re­ 
port that we have hud personal interviews with 
the principal merchants of each class who re­ 
ceive butter direct from the producer, and we 
find as follows: 
First—Among the commission merchants we 
found one unanimous opinion that the business 
was thoroughly demoralized, and that concen­ 
trating to one depot was the sensible thing to 
do, and th at in addition the making a more re­ 
liable article appeared to be a necessity to re­ 
deem the business and place it on a secure basis 
for the future. 
We found them sick and dis­ 
gusted with the business in it- present state, 
and most of them expressed a wish to give tip» 
the butter trade, as they were not fixed to take 
care of it properly, and were not doing enough 
Of that bcsiness to justify lilting up for it uud 
detail a m an to look alter it anil give it the ne­ 
cessary attention. 
.Second—Among the family grocers we found 
a division of sentiment oil this subject. Several 
expressed themselves very decidedly iu favor of 
such a plan ; said it would suit them much bet­ 
ter, and would also be better for the dairymen. 
Others could not see what benefit it would he 
to them to go to one place for their supplies in­ 
stead of going direct to the farmers. One party 
was rather opposed to the new plan ; he thought 
if he was obliged to go to one place that the 
competition between him and other grocers 
would run the price of favorite choice brands 
above the market value, which, in t Ire opinion 
Of your committee, furnishes a pretty good ar­ 
gument in favor of the proposed change. Both 
classes of merchants g< re-rally expressed doubts 
w hether dairymen and farmers would unite for 
such purpose. Your committee found two re­ 
liable houses who would be willing to take the 
business, fit up a room for cool storage, devoted 
to butter and nothing else, and detail one man 
to care for ¡1 and look after the butter trade par­ 
ticularly, provided there i an be a general con­ 
centration of the business. Neither party is 
anxious for it, neither will take it unless such 
coiicentration can be made pretty general. 
The report of the com m ittee was accept­ 
ed, and in accordance w ith it the following 
article of agreem ent was presented and cir­ 
culated for signatures to carry the plan 
into effect: " We, the undersigned, agree 
to concentrate our dairy products to one 
house or depot for distribution and sale 
under the supervision of a comm ittee of 
the Northwest Coast Dairy Association, 
after suitable preparations have been made 
for such house to receive it.' 
The plan would probably operate suc­ 
cessfully if nil who are producers of butter, 
cheese and m ilk would join in the move­ 
m ent. 
But tins is most too m uch to ex­ 
pect of poor hum an nature, for the very 
fact that the object is to increase the price 
o f dairy products, and that prices are prob­ 
ably going to be increased, will suggest the 
enterprising idea to certain individuals who 
are straining every nerve to augm ent their 
sale--, that this is just the tim e to keep out 
of the com bination, for thereby they will 
be able to slightly undersell the associa­ 
tion : have sure sales and get astride the 
high wave of prosperity upon the “ quick 
sales and sm all profit 
creed. 
T he plan suggested is nothing more nor 
less, however, than the establishing of a 
dairy product 
m onopoly—and this by 
Grangers. This idea is sim ply hinted at 
to m erely call attention to the fact that ail 
producers and 
classes are monopolists 
w henever they can profit by combinations, 
and sometimes, even, when the sam e par­ 
ties “ righteously combine together to resist 
th e unjust and extortionate profits of the 
m iddlem en." The fact is, we arc all m on­ 
opolists whenever we can be such and 
profit by it, and are " virtuous" and oppose 
such schemes that do not include us on 
the right side. There is no danger, how ­ 
ever, that dairym en will get any too m uch 
for their products, and if the m ovem ent 
they have inaugurated to get rid of the 
Philistines shall he successful, the m ethod 
w ill he serviceable, and no doubt he tried 
elsewhere. 
A CHERRY CROP. 
W . II. Chapman, whose orchard is lo­ 
cated a m ile west of Napa, says the Register, 
has this year picked and sold" between 5,000 
a n d 7,000 boxes of cherries. 
H is orchard 
contains about 800 trees, half of w hich are 
fifteen years old and the rem ainder about 
five. They area'll popular varieties,am ong 
w hich sue the Tarutriaií. Bises. Republican 
Bigareau, Black Eagle and Centennial. 
T his iast-nained is a new cherry, raised by 
Mr. Chapman from file seed, and came into 
bearing on the one hundredth anniversary 
o f our republic, hence the name, 
it is a 
large, round, short-stemm ed, small-stoned 
cherry of mottled crimson color, very 
sweet, oven before fully ripe, and ripens 
about the m iddle of the season ; it is very 
firm-mcatcd—hard, we m ight say—and as 
a canning or shipping cherry it will he hard 
to find its equal. 
Concerning the Centennial 
cherry, a 
sam ple was recently sent to M atthew Cooke) 
who. after keeping them several days to 
test their keeping quality, said of them in 
th e R b 'ORD-Ubion : 
“ I have no hesita­ 
tion in saying that the Centennial cherry 
w ill rank among the highest of the ship­ 
ping and canning varieties. The beautiful 
rich color, obUte form, large size and fine 
flavor, should make this a very desirable 
cbecry for m arket purposes. 
A corresjiondetH of the Rural l'ress, in 
speaking ot this cherry, savs: 
" I t has 
been difficult to obtain trees of this variety, 
as the originator would put none upon tiie 
-UlArUet- They are m uch sought after, as it 
is generally known among fruit-growers 
th a t they are oue of the best varieties ever 


seen in the State. T his season several 
thousand of these trees will be placed upon 
the m arket by Coates & Tool, o f this place, 
and ere long they w ill be found in every 
portion of the State.” 


SCOTCH FIFE WHEAT. 
• 
T he im portance of sowing only the very 
best grades of w heat is not realized as fully 
as it should be. 
W e are inform ed by Mr. 
Ransom th at several thousand bushels of 
the extra hard Fife wheat raised by him m 
1884 has been furnished to our farmers tor 
seed for 1886, and is m ost highly recom ­ 
m ended by our m illers as w orth several 
cents per bushel for flour makUfg above the 
ordinary grade of wheat raised in Colorado. 
W e have now had our attention called to 
the celebrated Saskatehawan I ife wheat 
w hich Mr. Ransom is raising this season as 
seed for 1S86. T his is th ■ genuine old- 
fashioned Scotch F ife wheat, wlucu has 
been kept pure, and im proved by being 
grown in the Saskatehawan valley' ot M ani­ 
toba, thereby im m ensely raising its strength 
and yield. 
It is claim ed as the most won­ 
derful variety know n for “ stooling, 
as 
m any as 168 stalks having grown from one 
single grain, and it is verv common to find 
from thirty to eighty stalks w ith fully m a­ 
tured heads of from five to seven inches in 
length grow ing from a single seed. The 
soil and clim ate of Colorado seem especi­ 
ally adapted to this wheat, one yield of 10t> 
bushels from only fifty pounds of seed hav­ 
ing been made last year by Professor B lount 
at the A gricultural College Farm .—[Long­ 
m ont (Col.) Ledger. 


REMEDY FOR FOOT ROT IN' SHEEP. 
In France the m ilk of lime has been 
found useful in preventing the spread of 
the disease, and for the cure of mild cases. 
Shallow tanks or trays are placed at the 
doors of the sheep barn, and the animals, 
as they go out or in, bathe their feet in the 
liquid. These planks are about ten feet 
long, and of a w idth suitable tu the doors 
of the sheep barn. T he sides are about 
four inches high, and there are strips nailed 
crosswise on the bottom to prevent the a n i­ 
mals from slipping as they pass through 
the liquid. Lum ps of quiek-litue are placed 
in these, w hich, on the addition of water, 
slake, fall to pieces, and m ixing with w ater 
form the m ilk of lim e, w hich is another 
nam e for whitewash. If the sheep on corn­ 
ing out bring a little w ith them , this should 
be moved from the tanks by means ot a 
rake. 
W here this disease has established 
itself, the sheep m ust be treated individ­ 
ually. The diseased horn of the hoof m ust 
be cut away with a sharp knife, and all ul­ 
cers cleansed. A concentrated solution ot 
sulphate of copper (blue vitrol or blue 
stonet, or a caustic ointm ent of some kind 
should he applied. A favorite ointm ent 
for this disease consists of finely powdered 
blue vitrol, one pound; finely powdered 
verdigris, h alf a pound; linseed oil, one 
jiint; pine tar, one quart. T he feet are 
thoroughly sm eared with this, which is not 
washed off. as a solution should be, by the 
wet grass.

In the fourth year the expenses of prun­ 
ing and rem oving the wood from the vine­ 
yard will be increased 81 more, or to 8-1 50 
per acre; all the other expenses rem ain the 
sam e as during the third year.

THOROUGH CULTIVATION. 
T he Antioch Ledger lias discovered a 
farm er in Contra Costa county who never 
had a failure of crops, but whose wheat 
fields are always green and luxuriant when 
drought has shriveled those of his neighbors. 
T his is the explanation : His secret of suc­ 
cess is cultivation. 
He is not satisfied with 
plow ing -and cross-plowing and harrowing 
and cross-harrowing his sum mer-fallow, 
but he goes still further. Throughout the 
entire sum m er he keeps men at work upon 
his sum m er-fallow, breaking the clods by 
hand and pulling weeds. 
In fact, his field 
when he plants grain is better cultivated, 
is better pulverized and freer from weeds 
than m ost farm ers prepare their little 
garden for strawberries. 
A nd one who 
visits th at section now will find that Mr. 
Berlinger and m any of his neighbors have 
been in the field of sum mer-fallow break­ 
ing clods and pulling weeds, and they will 
continue the work throughout the entire 
sum m er. 
T he result is, w ith a trifling 
am ount of rain, a good crop is raised. This 
dem onstrates th at if you w ant good wheat 
you m ust cultivate it. just as if you w ant 
pretty and choice flowers you m ust culti­ 
vate the soil. 
GENERAL NOTES. 
A sm all feed of dry hay is said to give 
relief to a cow suffering from clover or 
alfalfa bloat. 
After having eaten the hay 
the anim al will start chewing the cud, 
w hich seems to give relief by belching up 
w ind w hich attends the operation of cud- 
chewing. 
If the cud does not come readily 
it may be assisted by tying a short stick 
crosswise in the cow’s m outh, which seems 
to cause her to w ork her jaws and bring 
into play the attendant muscles employed 
in cud-chewing, and allowing the escape of 
gas with each portion of the cud as it is 
brought up for second chewing. 
An exchange says th at a wine-maker 
near Los Gatos has offered 822 50 per ton 
for all grapes he can procure this season, 
and tiiat vine-grow trs are selling at that 
price. 
W hile that is not a high price, it is 
hardly probable th at any one is yet m aking 
contracts for grapes for w ine purposes, anil 
will not for m any weeks yet. 
The pro­ 
prietors of wineries in this city say that no 
price for wine grapes can yet be stated, hut 
they do not anticipate high rates. 
In an English treatise on ‘ .Sheep Dip­ 
ping,” by David W ard, the following re­ 
cipe appears: 
For scab it was " never 
known to fail.” 
To 20 gallons of water 
add 1 gallon spirits of tar, 5 pounds of to­ 
bacco w ater (infused), 5 pounds of soft 
soap and 5 pounds of soda, for fifty sheep. 
Should the attack be m ild, one hath will 
be quite sufficient. 
A second hath will 
completely euro the most virulent and ob­ 
stinate form. 
H. J. Crow, of Verdugo canyon, near Los 
Angeles, has sold his fruit crop for $7,500 
on the tree.-. 
Last year lie sold fur $6,000. 
and the year before for $1,500. 
In 1871 and 
1*75, Mr. Crow, w hile engaged in land 
operations, put a little surplus cash into 
this orchard, laying aside a little for a 
rainy day. as he rem arked. This kind of 
storm y w eather is now very welcome.— 
[Press and H orticulturist. 
Aside from the locks of the thing, dead 
lim bs on fruit or other trees should be 
prom ptly removed. W here lim bs die from 
blight the cutting should be below the dis­ 
eased part, or il will spread the infection. 
Prom pt cutting down to healthy wood will 
cheek most eases of blight. The saw used 
should not be applied to healthy trees u n ­ 
less first washed with carbolic acid and 
water. 
One of the first essentials to a good ¡>ack- 
age o f butter is the use of a pure article of 
dairy salt, free from any injurious ingre­ 
dients. and that will retain the flavor and 
good keeping qualities of the butter. The 
use ot pixir salt has done more to injure 
butter than Yny other cause, and too m uch 
care cannot be given to selecting the salt 
used. 
A di-ease to’guard against is " scaly legs” 
in fowls. Various reasons are advanced as 
to its cause, hut it is now generally con­ 
ceded to he a small insect that adheres and 
"builds his intrenohiuents” very much as 
the coral docs in the far-away coral islands. 
The best and simplest remedy is to use 
kerosene oil with a stiff brush. 
A V erm ont farmer m ade a net profit ot 
$43 50 from the produce oi u single hen 
'turkey during th e past season.

Amid the bustle of the world, the strife for 
place, the acceptance of false standards of greta- 
nesa or of excellence, it is difficult at times to 
attain to such an attitude of mind os will en­ 
able us to apply absolute tests to the opinions 
we hold, and to estimate tbiDgs according to 
their essential nature. Wc speak familiarly of 
Un aristocracy of mind ; but we hardly realize 
the m eaning of the expression. When we say 
that the only real distinctions which can divide 
men are intellectual ones, we somehow reel 
when we say it that such opinions are not ¡or 
public assertion, for our own activities and the 
activities of those around us, the ends we seek, 
the ambitions we cherish, seem so persistently 
to contradict the truth of any such declaration, 
tha: we almost smile when we find ourselves 
disposed to champion such ideal views of life 
ana its accomplishments. 
Aud even If we have become so schooled m 
heart experiences as to believe that the world's 
vulgar prizes are not of essential worth, it might 
startle us iu our philosophy to apply the test of 
our 
faith 
that this 
is 
so, to 
the 
inti­ 
mate relationships we sustain with those who 
occupy positions in life above us or beneath 
us, 
Which of us can approach power and 
wealth, and not detect that something controls 
us which prevents the assertion of an independ­ 
ence that is simply manly, which gives another 
poise to the frame and another accent to the 
speech, and so makes us contradict in practice 
the beliefs we fain would hold with all the 
strength of our being? Which of us. as we con­ 
template the man who in the position of de­ 
pendent executes oar will and receives our dole, 
can always remember that tlie charity we exer­ 
cise in order that the contrast of the relationships 
may not be unduly emphasized, does not alter 
his real status or ours, but that the difference 
between us is one of soul, and cannot be meas­ 
ured by standards of property or station. 
THE REALITY AND ITS ME AS UK". 
The position of employed or employer means 
absolutely nothing iu the real test of being, if 
you would find a basis upon which to test your 
superiority, bound his mind. 
Speak to him m 
symbol, and see what suggestions you awake. If 
iii votir intercourse with him you can use 
the "terms of polite conversation: if allusions 
to topics of religion, of science, of history, 
or art. occasion withm him emotions answering 
to yours, and the pictures which crowd his im­ 
agination are of the same immortal iimning 
with those which furnish yours : then are you 
his superior in nothing, aud the difference in 
your relations are those of sentiment only, 
which accident may at any moment reverse. 
Our subject has principally to do with the ac­ 
quisition of knowledge through books in its re­ 
lation to individual worth, which shall be 
purely personal, and reside in character, in be­ 
ing; hut it can be illustrated by examples fur­ 
nished by other departments of hum an indus­ 
try. 1 lie fact to he remembered and which will 
furnish the ground for what comment I shall 
make is. that as the per-oriH] soul within as is 
larger or smaller, we are ourselves greater or 
less, and that all true development is thus in 
the line of the soul. Thus wealth through the 
faculties necessary to gain it, o rto hold it, im- 
niies qualities of patience, industry, persever­ 
ance, sobriety, and faith, which are aii neces­ 
sary to a completed manhood; and these, no 
m atter how attained, are necessary tothe spirit's 
furnishing. Wealth, therefore, must value it—oi f 
hv its op)>ortiinitics, its experiences, its disci­ 
pline ; by ideas of hum anity and of justice, and 
measured so, it will be found through the ac­ 
tivities it stimulates to contribute to tiie great­ 
ness of character which resides iu itself, and 
not in simple accessories. 


MIND WEALTH IN' BOOK-. 
But there is an aristocracy which can ho 
m aintained entirely apart from any accessories 
of outward favor, and whicli, as we saw, can 
lift the menial to au absolute equality, or more, 
with him whom vulgar fortune may have ex­ 
ceptionally blessed.. It resides in being, and 
how to attain it should botheparam ount motivo 
of every human iifc. To this end the most 
fruitful source of influence and iKrwer is found 
in books. In books we have the treasured ex­ 
perience and know ledge oi the world. Accord­ 
ing to our opportunity our ow n experiences may 
have been larger or smaller, but great as they 
may he. they cannot count in any marked 
amount against the sum total of thought mid 
acquisition which is furnished by the universal 
m ind and stamped upon the printed tablets upon 
our library shelves. To this treasury of kings 
we have free access, to draw at will from stores 
of knowledge gained at cost of time and labor 
which eannot bo computed. Here is science 
with problems solved, demanding of us no pain­ 
ful process through hypothesis and experiment 
to doubtful results; here history reveals the se­ 
crets of the ages, and recalls a past which can 
lie never old as long us books shallendure : here 
philosophy i- presented to us, stam|>ed with the 
names of tbo.-e whose daring speculations have 
inspired anew the faith of men in struggles to 
discover that unity which presides in the gov­ 
ernment on high; and poetry, touched by dit ine 
and immortal energy, carries thought and aspi­ 
ration to its central throne. And now the ques­ 
tion comes, how shall we use this wealth so free 
to all. so that essential greatness shall ho secured 
and opportunity abound in fullness of being? 
THE HIGHER REALM. 
In applying our test to m aterial advantage, 
w e found'that only as circumstance secured in­ 
trinsic and essential worth could qualities be 
recognized to entitle to real distinctions of rank 
and excellence; w e must apply our test again 
and question upon the same basis of investiga­ 
tion what < ll'ect our mental wealth may have 
exerted in the cultivation of faculties of abso­ 
lute power. I do not intend to let the figure I 
have used respecting an aristocracy embarrass 
the free play of thought in this investigation, 
and intrude’the metaphor at every period : but 
it still offers a pivot around which the investi­ 
gation can revolve. 
The question is, is the 
vaunt of an individual and perennal greatness 
an idle one. to be used only w hen outw ard cir­ 
cumstances are untoward, a something which 
we accept and think we value, but which when 
analyzed is only a stoical bowing to the decrees 
of fate 7 o r is there in it a profom.der truth, 
and can the miud attain to such possessions of 
insight and hope that it can recognize itself and 
know its dignity and choose its companionship? 
i think such a recognition can come, and come 
in such a way and with Mich convincing reason 
that we need not henceforth doubt. Our lives 
may seem characterized by defeat and be spent 
iu vallcv places: blit w hen that faith in being is 
attained, our ears will be ever hearing the bugle- 
note which calls to victory upon liie sunlit 
mountains. 
CONCENTRATION IN PURSUIT. 
And now at length narrowing our subject to 
Ijooks. let us see what they can turnish in meas­ 
ure of being. 
I referred to the concentration of 
power anil its effect on character which the 
pursuit of wealth 
im plied; the pursuit of 
know ledge gives sim ilar advantages, In talk­ 
ing on such a subject as this, an old friend of my 
boyhood once remarked that to become rich 
simply demanded determination centered upon 
a single aim. but that to become wise implied a 
higher and a nobler energy. A udit is so: and 
estim ating both by tlieir effects upon the in­ 
dividual the qualities of patience, industry and 
faith which we saw attending wealth and add­ 
ing to the dignity oi its jiosscssor, accompany 
also the pursuit of knowledge through books. 1 
cannot guard at every point of a paper sui h as 
this against unfair inferences which may be 
drawn from its statements, and it is true that 
the society of lvxiks may lie unduly courted. 
The royal preacher in Ecclesiastes mis said, 
however, that wisdom is a defense and money 
is a defense, but the excellency of knowledge is 
that wisdom giveth life to them that have 
it. 
It 
is 
upon 
that 
life 
I 
am ¡mist­ 
ing. and 
such 
life 
especially 
as comes 
through hooks used properly and discreetly; 
but even tlie habita of study imply a personal 
strength which many of us greatly lack. The 
concentration of endeavor gained in some other 
department will advantage here, but it is also 
true that the centering of purpose ujion this 
pursuit will abound in a usciul power wherever 
it may be applied. 
Milton writes of “ the still 
air of delightful studies,” but that very stillness 
is too olteu what deprives them of their delight, 
(mr inner resource is not sufficient, our life's 
ideal is not enough exalted, activity must lie 
diffused, and pleasure courts and ttie senses 
beckon to excess. 


Tire FIELDS OK READING. 
And so we may even study to abuse it, but the 
habit we have formed will itself advance us in 
the scale of life. And this brings us naturally 
to tiie next step in the inquiry, a- it has relation 
to tli is abuse of study. With any cultivated au­ 
dience the question "is not oue between au atti­ 
tude of love nr of indifference for books, but it 
is one almost entirely respecting the service to 
which wv put them. Three 1s not oueof us who 
does not riad enough, if Hint reading was not 
dissipated and was held determinedly to iq»- 
]H)iiuetl clmnucls. The m m ot one book has 
been frequently commended, and il is wonder­ 
ful what power is acquire.1 from one author en­ 
tirely mastered. He becomes to us a model of 
style, lie colors our thinking, he fbmlshos our 
images, and inspires us with his faith: and in 
this subject <;f reading our innate aristocracy 
will discover itself in our companionship. 
In this view of things the newspaper, except 
i?r 'I s 11' 1 ’ 1 *~ r ases, becomes at once piiebcian. 
we have no time to waste upon such ephem­ 
eral things when the enduring monuments of 
thought arc awaiting our attention. It hus been 
said that that man at once stamps himself as 
selfish and lacking in many essentials ot char­ 
acter who can boast his indifference to local 
news, or even the personal jottings in his daily 
paja-r ; and this is so. Bin these can be read by 
the fingers, and need net be studied. The news­ 
paper tills an important office, and ilia's well its 
part, but it must be made to serve our purpose 
uud must not control our time or influence us 
unduly. la:t us read our daily paper for w hat 
we want, court or shipping news, priceseurrent 
records of death, marriages and births glance 
its comment on nflairs. its summary of the 
world's transactions, and when this is done put 
it aside for oilier em ploym ent: and I think the 
editor or publisher who has the highest ideal of 
what his journal should be, would lie, the first to 
give thL« general caution. 


OCR MAGAZINE VISITORS. 
I am on high ground on this cccasioa and 
you will expect that what we distinctively call 
cheap literature will be put at once on our in­ 
dex expurcatorius: nor arc w e concerned u ith 
the moral and social problem presented, w hen 
every circulating library gives the persistent 
record that such reading occupies the exclusive 
attention of more than eight-tenths of those 
who avail themselves of its privileges. But 
there is a class of rending which is rated In our 
imaginations as occupying a higher position, 
and which does so, but which nevertheless 
usurps our attention beyond its claim to abso­ 
lute m erit; and this is the magazine literature 
of our time. This comes monthly into our houses 


in ranks two, four, six, it may be ten abreast 
and makes its silent demand npon our time. 
To say that it contains nothing of m erit would 
not only be unfair but untrue, but in nothing 
else perhaps for the very reioon of this partial 
merit, and ou account of its ubiquitious pres­ 
ence are we compelled to exercise such constant 
aud wise discrimination. 
A principle of selec­ 
tion must obtain here. In the spirit of rivalry, 
and 
competition 
between 
publishers, the 
chances are that w ithin a period ot a few 
months everv important topic which one publi­ 
cation considers will Le inore or less ably treat­ 
ed by its contemporaries, and so oue magazine 
iiecomes almost as good as a number. But a 
better method is possible. Selections can be 
made for us by competent minds, and there are 
several publications upon the eclectic principle 
which are becoming 
candidates ior favor 
through comm and'ug excellence. 
WHOSE MINI) SHALL WE FOLLOW? 
Having thus cleared the field of so much that 
would embarrass us in reaching definite con­ 
clusions. the books which claim higher creden­ 
tials to respect must yet pass in review. And 
here 
the 
idea of 
time intrudes and in­ 
structs us to be wary. 
All 
such 
state­ 
ments can be only proximate, but it lias 
been said that were Plato living now, aud hav­ 
ing began lour centuries before our era a ta sk to 
read through in regular course the literature of 
the world, lie would he plodding yet among the 
dull treatises preceding the period of the Ren­ 
aissance. 
Life's opportunities are limited at 
best, and in this important quest for knowdcdge, 
with its concomitant of power, we want that 
which shall most fully advance our aim. .Now, 
where dues this power reside? It cannot always 
he immediately detected, but we must learn to 
find it. 
in this search the world’s judgment 
will materially assist. 
The world says John 
Milton w as a great poet, but we may not under­ 
stand him. 
lie oteupies his place in tiie poets’ 
alcove undisturbed, aud so Shakespeare, per­ 
haps, and Southey, Mrs. Browning and George 
Kiiot. Our aristocracy, o f which we may have 
boasted, is a sham, if these are notour familiars, 
and we cannot approach them on something ot 
equal terms. 
If you have ever read Mr. 
R ustin' - 
" besante 
aud 
Lilies," 
you 
will 
remember the place 
where 
he 
takes 
a 
page from t lie poeni 
of 
" Paradise Izist," 
an almost ambiguous page to m any of us, aud 
in a few words of able comment makes a 
thought to center about, almost every, woid. 
We can despise intellect if we will, but the man 
who can do' this is great despite our protest, and 
lives oil summit places. 1 know there is a pop 
ular and sometimes a religious prejudice aw ak­ 
ened when an attem pt is made to exalt the 
intellect, and this grows out ot other error. Man 
is a unit. "W e multiply distinctions,” says the 
laiet. ' then deem that our puny boundaries are 
things that we perceive and not that we have 
made." 
Debase the affections, impair the will, 
and volt debase and impair the m an: and the 
intellect falls equally w ithin the category. But 
iu mind it seems we come nearer the citadel of 
being, aud our safety resides in its integrity. 
Such a philosopher as Iium e,following the teach­ 
ing of older masters, counts intellect as all. 
With him knowledge is synonymous with r.ll 
that is great and lofty, and ignorance at 
once implies 
indigence, 
error end crime. 
Mind 
rules 
the 
universe 
at 
large 
anil 
everv 
intellectual gain 
is as it 
were, 
an 
added spark, w hich, lit - Prometheus in the 
ancient table, mini has kindled at the heav­ 
enly tlaine. 
THE INFLUENCE REFLECTED. 
But our aristoaracy hus yet a higher test. 
Granted that we have selected our companions 
welj, and in these quiet niches 
in 
great 
libraries where the silent representatives of the 
wise and noble can oiler no protest to our in­ 
trusion, we give them the recognition of our 
respect. What is our anim ating motive? How 
shal! we value our acquaintance simply to 
boast it, or to feel it as an influence which is 
ever prompting to linger vices of duty and of 
destiny? We detect the pauper and the par­ 
venu w ith almost equal ea-e, each in his 
actions proclaim- himself not "to the manner 
born," and we slainp him vulgar without ills 
wealth or despite it. We distinguish with sim­ 
ilar celerity the ignorant man and the pedant 
and exclude him involuntarily from all alli­ 
ance w ith the truly great when essential being 
becomes the standard of our judgment. In 
this 
high. 
intellectual 
circle 
ire 
went 
to 
go 
with 
sympathies 
and 
hopes 
with aims and purposes, which shall murk us 
no alien to their intercourse. When that sym­ 
pathy is established, when that inner union is 
complete, we have at that moment been admit­ 
ted into exalted rank, and shall henceforth ex­ 
ercise bv right the unimpeded freedom of the 
house. You need not tell me, says Mr. Emer­ 
son, in effect, what lx>oks you have read, and 
with what authors yon are acquainted : your 
conversation and your life will show me. 


RECOMPENSES OF APPROPRIATION. 
A source of discouragement doubtless exists, 
even when we have, through processes of ex­ 
clusion. discovered what may be accepted a.- a 
residuum of absolute merit amoug the teeming 
volumes at our hand, How can we acquaint 
ourselves in any real sense even with the mast­ 
ers" We eannot; and so must find our compen­ 
sation in some other fact. The subject opens u 
larger field than can be considered here, and 
relates to systems of reading : but the general 
encouragement I would give is this, immeiy, that 
as a rule we read too widely and not with suffi­ 
cient care and scrutiny. Wc do not appropriate 
our books in any complete sense, and so arc 
forced to disparage our attainm ents. I think a 
feeling of satisfaction would come if we com­ 
mitted w hat we could, even if that was ever so 
little, of 
the 
books 
wc value 
most. 
A 
poem committed to memory becomes thence­ 
forth our possession, aud goes with us into 
every 
duty 
and 
into 
every 
experience. 
In "my 
first 
delight 
over 
G rays 
‘‘El­ 
egy,’’ I quoted its first stanza to a man with 
whom I was riding, and w ho was verging upon 
70 years of age, and to my astonishment he 
took the ]>oem up where I had stopped and re­ 
peated it to the end. Who can estimate the 
moral power of such fam iliarity? And so take 
Wordsworth - •' tide on the Intim ations of Im­ 
m ortality.” Longfellow's “ i'aliiigenisis," Whit­ 
tier's " Eternal Goodness," or. lo minister to 
other demands of our nature, “ The I oiler's 
Saturday Night." and that grand collection of 
immortal verse known as "T h e Voices ot the 
Night,” and make them our possession, and 
who can compute their worth 
upon 
the 
scale of 
being? 
With 
these 
at 
heart, 
we 
can 
despise 
"th e 
tide 
of 
pomp 
which bents upon the high shore of this world" 
and even know that what men call “solitude 
is often best society” when we can feel timt 
subtle companionship which ministers to im­ 
mortal needs. 
SELF-CONSCIOUS OI ¡DANCE. 
There is one further test of aristocracy, but 
one which we must apply to books, aud not to 
ourselves, 
if they are to exert the influence 
upon our higher nature which we have been 
discussing, they must be estimated by what 
power is resident within them uml aide to con­ 
tribute to the end required. I would put tins 
test entirely upon the basis of morality in its 
widest applieali/m. It would be difficult to clas­ 
sify here, for ideas of motive are frequently 
false and frequently ungenerous. There is a 
large iist of books considered by some to have 
dangerous tendencies from which others would 
•only gieau inspiration and delight. Many an 
author, particularly among those who deal 
witli physical phenomena, is rated by a singular 
unanim itv s- uu antagonist to m an’s highest in­ 
terests, who to those who know him best and 
understand his thought evinces 
a reverent 
trusting faith, though uot perhaps couehcd In 
positive expression. We must be our own au­ 
thority here, and the hook which exerts a help­ 
ful influence cannot be altogether had. To lie 
able to detect for ourselves, and to feel secure iu 
ourselves, is a faculty which comes through 
much experience, and should be cultivated as 
essential to the soul's integrity. Fortunately, 
however, we arc not frequently left in doubt. 
The moral setting, the aroma of the spirit, can 
lie deti cted most always without recourse to 
painful analysis, and here the Bible founds its 
claim to he companion, minister and friend. Its 
whole setting is moral, ami when every other 
testimony to its inspiration is questioned aud 
scanned, this alone stands impregnable, aud 
upon it the argum eutcau rest its truth. 


THE SUPREMACY OF M1NP. 
These considerations have been advanced not 
in anv didactic spirit, but rather as suggestions 
to enable us more fully to adopt principles of 
wise economy in the use of time, which is at 
best so lim ited; but which may he made so 
fruitful of our being’s good. 
I have insisted, 
however, upon a truth sometimes too vaguely 
recognized, that in every ultin ate tc.-i our supe­ 
riority resides in mind, which inqieis onr action 
and iorms the basis of our character. This im­ 
plies a higli ideal, and a high attainm ent; and 
to keep the one before us ever prominent, and 
to have our lives express the other in ever- 
strongtheuing moral power, books take imme­ 
diate rank ab valued instructors 
What wonder 
then those libraries, ju which arc stored the 
world's great intellectual wealth, become the 
object- of an almost instinctive veneration, and 
thut with reverential tread we enter theirsaered 
precincts'.’ for it is no caprice of etiquette which 
cause; us to so intothem with beans uncovered, 
as into holy idaces. The noble of tiie earth are 
assembled"there£princes whose rank is attested 
bv insignia which shall be never dim, and 
w'hich arc more lhan golden glitter and legend­ 
ary 
crests; 
and 
kings 
to 
whom 
other 
Kings have bowed, as possessing a royalty more 
]>otciit than their own and swaying a larger 
empire. Our respect is natural, for th t great of 
every age and clime are there—all ministers of 
God, as they have brought him nearer to the 
human heart through varying discovery of his 
truth. Such libraries thus become in their rep­ 
resented knowledge the epitome of man, ami in 
the speculations they inspire as we appropriate 
liicir spirit'- wealth, the vestibule of immor­ 
tality.

House lawns these spring m ornings. The 
robin stabbed the locust once, and all was 
over.

There are enough lo­ 
custs in the Sm ithsonian, agricultural and 
botanical garden grounds to supply the 
world when they are needed to appear 
again in seventeen years.—[W ashington 
Letter.

more magnificent, studded with rubies and 
diam onds, in which the hairs from the 
Prophet’s head are jealously preserved. 
There are also several curious instrum ents 
made of gold and studded w ith gems on 
the back, which were used as portable 
"scratching posts." 
A nother room was 
hung with arm or and scepters ; casketsand 
escritoires lay on the table. 
The old escri­ 
toires are all shaped like a p isfo l; the in k ­ 
stand is placed at the spot occupied by the 
trigger, and the reeds and a penknife arc 
in the barrel. There are also inkstands in 
the shape of trays, containing five saucers, 
for ink, dying powder and other odds and 
ends used by the writers. In another room 
arc all the costumes of all the Sultans 
down to M ahmoud If. Each of the costumes 
has a silk scarf attached, together with a 
magnificently chased dagger and a diam ond 
aigrette. Then, heaped pell-mell, are the 
keys of the fortress of the em pire, and 
finally conies the sacred treasure, consist­ 
ing of the relics of Islam, th e m antle and 
standard ot the Prophet, his sword and 
bow, the swords of the first Caliphs and 
the oldest m anuscripts of the K oran.—

A G ian t Rose.—A t tlie new gardens, 
W hitby, there is now growing a champion 
rose-tree, a Marecha! Neil, 
it was planted 
111 1805, so th at it is actually tw enty years 
old. F or m any years it produced regularly 
enorm ous quantities of roses, but it was 
not till 18S2 th at the full num ber of blooms 
was counted, when no less than 2,500 roses 
were recorded, In 1883 there was a falling 
off in the num ber of roses grown of about 
1,000, and last year there was a still further 
dim inution, as only 850 
blooms 
were 
plucked. 
It was then thought th at the 
tree had seen its best days, and that, con­ 
sidering its age. its vitality was on tlie 
wane. There is, however, more ihan suf­ 
ficient reason to believe that ¡here is life in 
the old tree yet. Since last year the pro­ 
prietor lias devoted considerable attention 
to the tree, and there is now a chance of 
his industry being rewarded, for, early 
though it is, there are now m any hundred's 
of buds in various stages of forwardness, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
tlie tree this year will be more prolific than 
ever, tlie proprietor estim ating the num ber 
of blooms a t not less than 3,000.—[London 
Life, Mav 21st.

T h e A r t o f S e a lin g a L e t t e r .—There is 
a great art in sealing a letter, and the can­ 
dle, tin- stick of sealing wax. and a dainti­ 
ly-engraved sea! are now requisites o f the 
fashionable w riting table. 
W hen sealed, 
note and candle are ready, do not begin by 
tlirasting the end of the w ax stick into the 
flame and conveying it in a flaming splatter 
of wax to yon envelope. Take plenty of 
tim e to do it. First lay th e seal right to 
your hand, so th at the im pression m ay be 
square and not wrong side up. Then hold 
the wax considerably above th e flame of 
the candle—not close enough to burn. 
A 
burn t wax m akes a brittle, streaky seal, 
and is hard to manage. W hen tlie wax 
has gradually softened, apply it with a cir­ 
cular movement o f tlie hand upon the note. 
Rub it well around and down until you 
have tlie proper circle of sufficient thick­ 
ness. Then do not apply th e seal. The 
wax has cooled so that it would not take a 
clear im pression. 
Ifoid the envelope some 
little distance from the flame, then lav it 
upon your desk and a p jjv tiie seal.

would yet be made cheaper than water 
transportation, and that railw ay com peti­ 
tion would drive out lake and canal trans­ 
portation. 
In the last quarterly report of 
the Treasury Review of Statistics [page 418) 
it is shown that the tonnage transported on 
the New York State canal .has fallen from 
6.442,225 tons in 1808 to 5,009,488 tons in 
1SS4, w hile the tonnage on the New York 
Central and H udson R iver R ailroad has in­ 
creased in tlie sam e tim e from 1,840,599 
tons to 10,211.418 tons ; on the Krie road, 
from. 8,OOil.OOO to 11,071.000, and on the 
Pennsylvania, from 4.722,000 to 22.583,000. 
This is exclusive of the tonnage moved on 
the leased lines. 
The tonnage transported 
by rail on the four American trunk lines 
increased front 41,767.954 tons in 1880 to 
53,549.310 tons ¡11 1884.—[American R ail­ 
road Journal.

NO SECRET UNDERSTANDING FOR GLADSTONE. 


L o n d o n , June 19th.—In the House o f 
Commons, • this 
afternoon, 
Labouchere 
asked if it was true that the Marquis of 
Salisbury was prevented from taking office 
bv the failure to obtain assurance of assist­ 
ance from the retiring Government. La­ 
bouchere added that he himself, and many 
other Radicals, strongly objected to any as­ 
surance being given the Conservatives in 
the event of their taking office. 
Gladstone, in reply to the question of 
Labouchere, said that when he was last 
asked a similar question he stated that lie 
had not at that time had any conference 
with the Marquis of Salisbury. Since then, 
however, he had received overtures from 
the Marquis of Salisbury. Should there be 
any result of any correspondence between 
the Marquis and himself, it would he made 
public. There would be no secret under­ 
standing whatever in what the Marquis of 
Salisbury and him self concurred. 
The House then, upon motion of Glad­ 
stone, adjourned until Tuesday. 


SALISBURY AND TH E LIBERALS. 


L o n d o n , June 19th.—The negotiations 
between the Liberals and the Oon-ervatives 
are proceeding through the medium of the 
Queen. Salisbury urges, if the redistribu- 
tion-of-seats bill is finally passsed, that the 
Conservatives will be deprived of the con­ 
stitutional alternative of appealing to the 
country, should the Liberals unfairly ham­ 
per the conduct of the public business. 
Therefore Salisbury 
unexpectedly, after 
taking the best Ipgal advice on the subject, 
decided not to allow the scats bill to pass 
into law until further consideration lias 
been had. 
It is impossible for the new bill 
to come into operation before November, 
hence Lord Salisbury insists upon having 
Liberal pledges not to willfully obstruct the 
Conservative leaders. 
The Conservatives 
are alarmed at the tone of Chamberlin’s 
recent speeches, which denote an intention 
on his part to harass the Conservatives to 
his utmost. The Conservatives insist that 
the Liberals will yet be compelled to ac­ 
cept Lord Salisbury’s terms. 


TH E THREAT OF TH E CONSERVATIVES. 


L o n d o n , June 19th.—Under the threat of 
the Conservatives that they will appeal to 
the present constituencies, it is expected 
that Mr. Gladstone will succeed in per­ 
suading the Radical section to agree to 
allow the budget deficit to be carried next 
year, though the Liberals would gladly 
avoid giving the pledge, in order to in­ 
duce the Conservatives to propose unpleas­ 
ant taxation that would prove disadvanta­ 
geous to them at the general election. 


Sa l i s b u r y ’s p r o p o s i t i o n d e c l i n e d . 


L ondon, June 20th—a. m.— Lord Salis­ 
bury asked a pledge of the Liberals that 
they would fairly consider the budget 
scheme, and, if they disapproved it, would 
consent to let the’ deficit be carried into 
1 $3<i, and to allow the Conservatives the 
whole time of the House of Commons dur­ 
ing the remainder of the session 
Mr. 
Gladstone declined to give the pledge re­ 
garding an unseen scheme of finances. 
The Sacs says it is able to state that (Glad­ 
stone's reply is final, and there is no chance 
of the matter being arranged by further 
Liberal concessions. 
The Conservatives 
are signing a memorial to Lord Salisbury, 
asking him to release the office unless a 
pledge be obtained from the Liberals. 


SUPPLIES TO BE STOPPED. 
L o n d o n, June 20th—\. m.—In conse­ 
quence of 
the political deadlock, Karl 
Spencer has postponed his departure from 
Ireland. The Liberals have resolved to 
stop supplies until the redistribution-of- 
seats bill is completed. They will probably 
oppose the making of the First Lordship 
of the Treasury a sinecure when the vote is 
asked for the salary of ¿5.000 attached to 
that position. 
It is understood that Sir 
Stafford Northcote has accepted the peer­ 
age, regardless of any action that may be 
taken. 


TH E “ STANDARD” ON T H E SITUATION. 


L o n d o n , June 20tli—a. m.—The Standard 
believes that Mr. Gladstone is willing to 
resume office if the Marquis of Salisbury 
declines.
